GENERAL CHIANG KAI-SHEK 


‘The Generalissimo who has recent 
ly been conferring with General Yen 
Hsi-shan in Shansi arrived in Nan~ 
king on Monday from Taiyuan. Gen- 
ral Chiang Kai-shek, sinee he visited 
the capital last month has been 
vigorously engaged in pressing the 
campaign against the Communists in. 
Szechuen from which province the 
Red Armies now seem to have made 
jgood their escape into Kansu. The 
Generalissimo's visit to Sian earlier 
Jn the present month was understood 
to have been made with the object of 
tightening the provincial precautions 
against the Reds whose apparent 
objective is presumed to be Sinsiang 
‘The approach of winter is likely to 
expose them to serious embarrass- 
ment although, of course, it also 
affects the mobility of the forces 
‘opposed to them. General Chiang 
Kal-shek’s visit to Nanking acquires 
[special interest in the light of the 
forthcoming meeting of the National 
Congress next month. The Govern- 
ment is expected to be taking stock 
of its political resources for obviously 
the need for arriving at a conclusion 
‘on certain important points of policy 
wit have to be faced. General 
Chiang Kai-shek and hig colleagues 
will have, much to discuss and his 
arrival atthe Capital will no doubt 
present them and him with various 
problems of urgent significance. 





CHANGING HARBIN 


Articles concerning Harbin which 
have appeared recently in these 
columns have emphasized the manner 
in which that city formerly of a Sino- 
Russian complexion is becoming in 
creasingly Japonified. It is a process 
which is entirely inevitable, owing 
to the peculiar position which Japan 
now holds in Manchoukuo as a result 
of its 1931 adventure. ‘The future 
development of Manchoukuo will 
follow lines congruous with | the 
Japanese genius for such matters, 
Tt will necessitate the incursion of 
large numbers of Japanese, perhaps 
not as colonizers, "but in’ various 
administrative, industrial and business 
réles and they will bring with them 
their own methods of living. That, 
it has been ppinted out, is becoming 
increasingly manifest in Harbin, and 
in connection with their cities in 
‘Manchoukuo the same process will 
be found to obtain, Thus, while the 
substantial numbers of Japanese 
troops in Harbin would have the 
effect of transforming the city to 
some extent, the large increase in 
Japanese civilian residents is likely 
to make a profounder change. The 
outlook for other foreign communi- 
tes, and more especially the Russians, 
is consequently gloomy in the. ex- 
treme, for either they ‘must come 
down’ to the comparatively lower

‘the Pacifle from San. Francisco by 
Hawaii, Midway Island, Wake Island, 
Guam,'to Manila. Unlike his col- 
Jeagues winging their way over con- 
tinents he will have little latitude for 
missing bearings or direction. Yet 
jsuch is the progress made in air- 
navigation that a few years hence his 
‘Successors may wonder why the ‘ine 
stitution of this service took so many 
Jmonths of preparation and research.

Development of motor-bus services, 
{inerease in air-mails, sucoesstul work: 
ing in spite of floods and droughts 
and the establishment of telegraph 
Feceiving agencies are some of the 
features of the annual report on the 
Chinese Post Office for the year ended 
June 30, 1934, The Postal ‘Service in 
China is to many a miracle seeing 
that it carries letters through the 
ength: and breadth of an enormous 
territory and its servants have to 
face conditions of all degrees of 
severity and hardship. The mails are 
carried by rail, air, motor-transport 
and yet there are courier lines tolal- 
ling ‘nearly 225,000 mniles, The total 
number of articles posted for trans- 
mission during the year under re 
[view was 787 million articles includ~ 
ing nearly 3% million sent by air 
mail. This represents an increase of 
48 million on the previous ye:

Enforcement of Economic 


Reconstruction Movement: 


Revival of Nation and People 


Nanking, Oct. 9, 

On the eve of China's National Dai 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek has issved a 
Tengthy message to the Chinese nation 
explaining the signiflance and point- 
ing out the ways and means for the 
enforcement of the People's Economic 
Reconstruction Movement which he 
Personally sponsored sometime ago as 
‘co-ordinating «and complementaty.to| 
hhis other movement—the New Life 
Movement—for bringing about. the 
revival of the Chinese nation and the 
Chinese people. 

‘The message, a document of 4,000 
words, was written personally by the 
Generalissimo inthis busiest hours 
directing anti-red campaign in Sze- 
‘chuen, and outlines a comprehensive 
Programme for the economle recon- 
struction of China, Gen, Chiang 
chooses for the subject of his dis 
cussion the entire fold of the 
‘nation’s economic life, leaving hardly 
ingle Tine untouched, ranging from 
‘agriculture to industry, from reclema- 
tion and afforestation to mining, from 
free labour and co-operatives | to 
sanitation and health, and from the 
rationaltzation of production and con- 
sumption to the reorganization of the 
natfon’s financial structure. In each 
ease, he gives specie rather than 
Beneral remedial measures 

Gen, Chiang begins by pointing out 
that the fundamental-danger which 
‘the nation confronts to-day. s. the 
collapse of the economic struct 
which ‘impoverishes the people and 
‘saps the vitality of the race. ‘He 
continues to say that the most press 
ing problem calling for an immediate 
‘olution fs, therefore, the removal of 
the shameful paradox—now common 
everywhere—ot people freezing and 
sarving on the one side and goods 
‘and products lett to glut and decay 
fon the ofter. Some fundamental dis- 
Jocation of the nation's economic 
joints Is in evidence and it ts the 
Purpose of this now movement to find 
‘the malady and give the cure, 

Fall Government Support Necessary 


In ordinary course of events, it 
would only ‘be necessary for the} 
Government to decide on a policy| 
fand to act conselentiously upon it t9 
achieve the desired results, but in 
the present case the malady is so 
deep-rooted and so permeates every 
part of the economle system that 
only a nation-wide campaign. backed 
up by the entire people can hope to 
bring about a fundamental change 
the outlook, to overcome all obst 
cles lying on the way, and to strike 
happy balance between the nation's 
production and consumption. It is, 
Important that the Government, 
should lend full support, but it. is 
more important that the people 
themselves should be the moving] 
force to keop the machinery going. 

Gen. Chiang sces, however, one 
easontial difference between this. 
movement and other people's move- 
ments in that it touches, in many 
places, government laws and govern 
ment policies and needs the help of

Messages to “N.C. D. N." 

‘A call to. the Chinese nation t 
settle down to work with a high and

country is made in a special messay 
to the “North-China Daily News" 
from General Chiang Kai-shek on the 
occasion of the Double Tenth Fes 
tival on Thursday. The message, dated

“There have been dire 
ties to make our woes and 
deeper, but proved promises of 
good government and better times 
have been given to the populations of

‘Taxes Removed 


“Irregular, exorbitant, and obstruc- 
tive taxes have been removed by the 
‘Minister of Finance. despite the finan- 
lal stringency caused by the world 
depression and the silver policy of 
‘our great sister republic. " Recon- 
struction measures are being practi- 
cally employed in most provinces, 
and with the supplementing of the

NANKING PROTESTS 
TO JAPAN 


Representations Disarming 
of Customs Cruiser 


‘The Chinese Government to-day 
officially protested against the 
aisarming of two customs cruisers in 
jinwangtao by Japanese gendarmes 
jon September 17. 
‘Representations were made by Mr. 
‘Tang Yu-jen, Viee-Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, to Mr. Yakichiro 
|Suma, Japanese Consul-General here. 
‘Mr. Tang pointed out that smuggling 
Was rampant in the area, making the 
presence of customs cruisers neces 
sary, and he requested that the 
lobjectionable action be not repeated. 

‘Mr. Suma rejected the protest on 
jthe ground that Chinwangtao was in 
ithe demilitarized zone and no Chinese 
Jarmed ships were allowed in it. The 
JJapanese action, he said, was legal 
fand left no ground for any Chinese 
representations. 

‘Mr. Suma asked Mr. Tang to see 
that the Chinese customs cruisers 40 
Jnot enter the area in a larger num- 
ber than agreed upon by the Chinese 
and Japanese authorities. 

‘Chinese reports alleged that two 
lcustoms cruisers in Chinwangiao were 
boarded by Japanese gendarmes, who 
disarmed thelr crews.

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CHINA’S DAY 
Oct. 10, 

Circumstances again prevent the 
formal celebration of China's 
national day. ‘The opening of the 
National Athletic Meeting this 
morning dedicates to the Republic 
the spirit of Young China, The 
older generation, recognizing that 
‘the revolutionary phase has still to 
be completed, refrain from glorify 
ing their regime. They invoke the 
memory of the uprising in Wuchang 
‘on October 10, 1911 to stimulate them 
in working for the progress of the 
now twenty-four year-old Republic. 
‘They hope, perhaps, that next year, 
when @ quarter of a century will 
have passed since the Kuomintang 
first assumed nominal responsibility 
for China's national aspirations. con- 
ditions may be more favourable to| 
appropriate salute of this day. In 
the hour of Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s 
‘triumph the elements of dissension 
were active, Brought back to| 
China after the uprising, the leader | 
of the Kuomintang was elected 
President on December 28, 1911. 
To insure, as he hoped, the peaceful 
consolidation of the country with- 
out the horrors of civil war he 
withdrew in favour of Yuan Shih- 
kal, after the formal abdication of 
the Emperor Hsuan Tung (now the 
Emperor Kang Teh of Manchoukuo), 
‘on February 12, 1912. A year later: 
civil war revived Dr. Sun being a 
leader of rebels once more. ‘The 
outbreak was crushed and Dr. Sun| 
again was an exile, this time in 
Japan. ‘The struggles of the fol- 
lowing years wherein war-lords con-| 
tended for mastery eventually pro- 
duced the leadership of General 
Chiang Kai-shek who, in July 1926, 
was appointed to command the 
Nortiern Expedition, Dr. Sun Yat~ 
sen had died in Peking. His Will 
formed the basis of the national 
polity. The process of unification 
was developed under its inspiration, 
It has still to find unchallenged 
ascendancy, 


Impatient critics who unerringly 
discern the weaknesses of the now 
adult Republic do well to ponder 
over the amazing adventure which 
is commemorated tonday. Tt pre- 
pared the way for the scrapping of 
Political institutions which, for all 
their faults, had existed for cen= 
turies. It heralded the adoption of 
‘a western form of government with 
which neither the men assuming 
ower nor the people whose support 
they sought were at all familiar. Tn 
the face of the enormous difficulties 
encountered, itis surprising that the 
fabric of the Republic has shown s0 
great a capacity for endurence, 
Goneral Chiang Kai-shek himself 
appreciates this point in the 
inspiring message which he issues 
through this journal to-day. Con- 
troversy should be eschewed on 
1 day of celebration ond it is sum 
cient, therefore, tonote that the dif- 
ficulties have come from outside as 
well as from within. ‘The Govern 
ment still lacks the essentials of 
national institution. Tt is hendi- 
capped by the stubbornness of 
fissiparous influences to which its 
ecently-conceived policy of tole- 
rance has been able to apply only’ 
moderate restraint, for reasons not 
‘entirely within China's control 
This much may be said: the spectre 
of civil war has receded in the last 
few years; the disquieting activities 
of bandit-communism have been 
steadily tackled. ‘The present year 
hhas seen a remarkable clearance, 
and, except for a small nest of 
so-called Soviet elements in South 
Kiangsi, and the formidable gang 
under Ho Lung in Hupeh, the bull 
of the Red Armies are now being 
forced into the outer regions of the 
North-West. Most serious at the 
‘moment is the financial position of, 
the Government. Yet it has not 
lacked resourcefulness in_attempt- 
{ng to preserve stability. Dr, 1. H. 
Kung’s exposition of his. Ministry's 
achievements must be taken to

High hopes may not be readily 
indulged in thus reviewing China's 
position. The need for greater 
coherence and firmer control in 
directing policy from the Centre 
cannot be overlooked. Nor is it 
enoazh to dilate on difficulties, 
‘The leaders of China have formal- 
ly recognized that clear-eyed atten- 
tion to internal defects is essential. 
Confidence is sorely wanted. On 
@ national day the appeal for con- 
fidence should have special weight. 
‘Some are inclined to regard poli- 
tical dissension in China as the 
mark of inveterate perversity. The 
clash of personal jealousies is 
unceasingly singled out for ridicule 
and reproof. ‘Those manifestations, 
distressing and obstructive as they 
are, bear witness to a vigorous 
individuality which, if trained to 
better uses, may ‘prove a real 
inspiration ‘to national advance- 
‘ment. Underneath the surface, 
‘where blemishes of course must 
be apparent, the country's polity 
is directed by a genuine spirit of 
progressive intent. If stock be 
taken it will be found to be 
not barren of achievement. Let 
the cbserver glance back over the 
past decade and he will be impress- 
ed by the extent of ground covered. 
The cestatic frenzy of the original 
nationalism has given way to a 
sober recognition of realities. This 
reaction should not be discouraging: 
rather should it lead to redoubled 
energy and renewed strength. 
Great responsibility rests on the 
men in power. ‘They have to show 
alertness in ministering to the 
traditions of a people whose 
strength lies in the unshakable 
virility of community life—in the 
village and in the family. The 
Double Tenth of 1935 will have 
served its purpose if it enforces 
resolution for the firm pursuit of 
this endeavour by true cooperation 
between the government and the 
people.

‘Shanghai the Kiukiang Road pundits 
know their own irrepressible need 
for exploiting the vagaries of 
chance as the mood of the cable 
inspires. Means for controlling these 
idiosyncrasies or depriving thzm of 
their more harmful tendencies are 
not heyond the wit of man to devise 
The Government might do well to 
jestablish a firmer grip over the 
machinery within its power so as 
to make it clear to the general 
jpublic that unauthorized statements 
regarding official policy are devoid 
Jof all colour of authenticity. ‘There 
should be little difficulty in tracking, 
down some of the more sinister 
rumours to their sources of crigin 
Jand, that purpose having been| 
‘achieved, in taking approvriate 
action. Rumour-mongers would not 
‘be so busy with the nefarious pur- 
iveyance of their wares, if they did 
‘not feel that, for some reason or 
Jother, official competence to produce 
unassailable denials could be 
jignored. The Government would 
earn general gratitide if it 
mobilized its resources to prove the 
baselessness of this delusion. The 
‘comments now being made in Lon- 
don provide a useful stimulus to 
some such action. It is manifestly 
desirable at this juncture that the 
bona fides of the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment should not be subjected to un- 
‘warrantable aspersions. Evidently 
the view taken of the operations to 
which attention is being drawn 
‘abroad does not exactly fovour 
sympathetic approach to China's 
problems as lucidly expounded by 
General Chiang Kai-shek and the 
Finance Minister in the statements 
issued for the Double Tenth. It 
‘would be most unfortunate if irres- 
onsible malice were allowed thus 
to hamper the accredited leaders of, 
JChina in their difficult tasx of 
jsteering the country througn the 
troubles presently besetting the ad- 
ministration. Fantasies shouid be 
relegated to their proper place in 
public estimation and the efforts of 
all responsible citizens, within the 
Government or without, should be 
concentrated on realities. ‘This 
Practical fulfilment of the principle 
lof self-help would augur the best 
Prospect of successfully solving the 
problems of China's stability.

‘Yet there are always pitfalls for the 
distinguished expert when, after 
‘doffing his harness, he endeavours 
to dogmatize on a situation with 
Jwhich he was once intimately con- 
jeerned. Pronouncements from the 
sheltered ease of retirement are not 
always helpful to the men still in 
the front line. The Central 
[Asia Society is an excellent organiz~ 
‘ation which enables a highly select 
Jand initiated public to sit at the 
feet of travellers, administrators, 
merchants and soldiers recently 
jengaged in Asian adventure. It is 
used to divergence of view.

Nor is he happier in casting his 
Jeyes across the Atlantic to the 
nation whose policy he used to view 
from the other side of the Pacific. 
He discerns substantial suppo:* for! 
setting off closer Anglo-Ame- 
rican friendship in vague hostility 
to Japan. Neither in London. nor} 
Jat Washington is there any  sign| 
that such a policy would find favour. 
Great Britain's position is clear. As 
fa Member of the League of Nat/on: 
zhe is precluded from abandoning! 
the collective system—until it breaks 
'down—for return to the discredited 
manifestations of power diplomacy. 
America is committed to friendship 
‘with Japan and responsible obser- 
vers believe that, by developing 
Anglo-American relationship, the 
{task of consolidating an understand 
ing with Japan is facilitated and 
the solution of Pacific problems 
greatly helped. ‘Those problem: 
Include consideration of China's 
place in the Far East and in Brit 
ish policy. Sir Francis Lindley, 
curiously uncertain in discussing 
[China, ‘seems to imagine that, 
by some means or other. an attempt 
has been made to raise false 
hopes and to instigate on that ac- 
Jcount some rash decision in Nan- 
king. This takes insufficient note of] 
the valuable efforts of Chinese and 
‘Japanese statesmen to compose their 
differences and to proceed on the 
basis of a true Sino-Japanese en- 
ftente. Rapprochement of that sort 
hhas been earnestly commended by| 
this journal and by all who have 
lat heart the real interests of the 
Far East. It receives moreover re- 
[spectable benediction from the rea 
Jities of the geographical, cultural, 
jeconomic and political ties binding 
\China to Japan. It does not conflict 
jwith the modest view that Great 
Britain, as well as other western 
nations, has in China definite in- 
terests' which she is entitled to 
regard as of value to the general 
stability of the Far East and, in 
particular, to Sino-British frlend- 
ship. 

‘The complexity of the situation 
Jcannot be denied. It is not due to 
jany lack of prudence on Great 
Britain's part, although Sir Francis 
lseems to imply that British prud- 
lence falters. It is mainly due to 
the combination of a number of 
Jeconomic and political factors 
Jover which no one nation has con- 
trol. Sir Francis must not be 
[judged on the narrow basis of a 
cabled summary, but, with that re- 
servation, it is permissible to ob- 
serve shat he appears to advocate 
perseverance in a policy of negation 
jin China. This throws a vivid light 
fon his petulant and not too courte- 
Jous reference to a proposal evident- 
jly outlined in the correspondence 
‘columns of “The Times” by the 
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Bishop of Hongkong. If proof were 
[wanted of the need for a broader 
Joutlook on Far Eastern affairs by 
‘the men responsible to the British 
Government at Whitehall, Sir 
Francis’ cavalier dismissal of the 
Bishop's suggestion should provide 
it, No-one would. imagine that 
the former Ambassador to Japan 
was swayed by petty notions of 
service amour propre. It would be 
more pertinent to surmise that in 
Tokyo his vision could not 
curately assess conditions on the 
other side of the China Sea. Nor 
could he apparently perceive the 
need for bringing the Island Colony 
into closer touch with Far Easter 
affairs and for divesting it of its 
irrelevant colonial self-sufficiency, 
If the term ridiculous were con= 
veniently applicable to considera- 
tion of British policy in China it 
might far more readily be trans- 
ferred from the episcopal letter to 
examination of the ‘administrative 
peculiarities of Hongkong, with its 
Jcurious conflict of departmental in- 
fluences. Prudence in directing 
‘British relationship in the Far East 
is_to be warmly commended but 
prudence, as Sir Samuel Hoare 
has happily shown in another con- 
tinent, must be allied with a firm 
faith ‘in British capacity for co- 
operation in world affairs.

KIANGSI WELFARE 
Oct, 15, 

Dr. Stampar's report on the pro- 
‘gress of the rural welfare centres in 
Kiangsi is encouraging. The full 
text of the report is not availabl 
but the extracts published by the 
semi-oficial Kuo Min News Agency 
ive good proof that the interesting 
experiment launched in that prov= 
ince is developing on sound Jines. 
No doubt Dr. Stampar found oc- 
asion to make valuable suggestions 
for improvement and it will be 
noted that he is impressed by the 
need for greater co-ordination of 
‘the various activities reviewed. It 
will be recalled that South Kiangsi 
was for two years administered by 
a Soviet Government with its head- 
quarters at Juilin until Gerteral 
Chiang Kai-shek effected the dis~ 
lodgment of the Red Armies and 
started them on their Odyssey 
through Hunan, Kweichow, Yunnan, 
and Szechuen to Kansu and beyond, 
In tackling the suppression of this 
[Communist rule General Chiang 
Kai-shek realized that he had more 
than a military problem in hand. 
The Reds had uprooted whatever 
thore had been of ordered govern- 
ment and had established their own 
‘oppressive but, in some respects, ef 
fective system which ostensibly was 
designed to appeal to the landles 
Peasant and over-taxed farmer. It 
driving out the Reds it became 
necessary for the Government to 
consider urgently the need for re~ 
habilitating the area they evacuated 
—otherwise the people would feel 
that tyranny had been eliminated 
lonly to leave desolation and despair 
behind. Behind his own forces 
‘therefore General Chiang Kai-shek 
prepared an organization to take up 
‘the work of reclaiming the re- 
captured territory. From that sage’ 
decision the rural welfare work in. 
Kiangsi took its rise. 


The National Economie Council 
was called upon to co-operate in 
this work. As the result of a 
survey by its experts recommenda: 
‘tions were made and the Govern- 
ment made suitable grants for 
‘agricultural research work, public 
health, education and co-operative 
societies. A scheme was drawn up 
for the establishment of ten rural 
‘welfare centres. The preliminary 
investigations were actually made 
before the Red Armies had been 
driven out so that when the head 
Joffice of the Rural Welfare Centres 
was formally established at Nan- 
chang on March 16 of the present 
year, five months after the re- 
feapture of Juikin, the organization 
‘was able to carry its labours ef- 
{fectively into the reclamation area. 
A special type of education was 
[devised for the recovered territory 
fon the basis of schools for 100 
families each, good use thus being 
made of the fundamental systum on 
which Chinese society rests. ‘The

factually started in Kiangsi as the

Twenty patients daily visit the 
health department for treatment or 
consultation. Midwifery and vac- 
ination duties are discharged by 
the workers. A small experimentat 
farm assists the farmers in institut 
ing Improved methods of cultiv 
tion, ‘The co-operative societies 
lend money for the purchase of 
seeds and fertilizers. This indicates 
that the problem of rural rehabil 
tation is being tackled on the right 
Jines. Obviously the scale of oper 
tions is limited, There is for 
example a pressing need for trained 
medical workers, the supply being 
short of the demand, Dr. Stampar's 
personal conversations with the 
farmers in the area which he visited 
without warning have convinced 
him that the people appreciate the| 
value of the opportunities offered 
them, The practical sense of the 
Chinese villager lends itself admir~ 
ably to understanding of welfare 
work which directly affects th lite 
of the community and to which he

SANCTIONS APPROVED 

The Co-ordinating Committee of

“It does not} 
detfact, from the unanimity ‘of the 
League's condemnation of the inva 
sion of Abyssinia, Italy has been 
fortunate in her representative at 
Geneva, Baron Aloisi has discharged 
his dificult task with great dignity, 
Admirable restraint and untiring| 

Wvoracy. His reputation has been 
enhanced and, ‘whatever may be 
thought of the ‘cause entrusted {0 his 
fare, he has consistently conducted 
himself with a chivalry and gallantry 
in keeping with the best traditions of| 
his nation. Critics of the League 
have maintained that the imposition 
of sanctions, even if approved, would 
‘hot influence the delinquent ‘against 
whom they Were aimed. ‘The justice 
of that view will now be put to the 
test, It is significant that on behalt| 
of Great Britain, Mr. Eden has re- 
commended promptitude in action. 
‘The sanctions are expressly ‘to be 
deprived of all military character 
and Italy, through Signor Mussolin 
has asserted that they will not be 
regarded as requiring ‘warlike re- 
prisals. Much depends on the 
effectiveness of the measures pro- 
posed, It is easy to imagine that a 
long-drawn-out application of what, 
might be called a modified blockade 
‘would produce “incidents” liable to 
extend the area of confict. ‘This 
‘contingency has to be borne in mind it 
only because the earnest desires of 
all nations—Italy included—are set, 
‘against such an outcome, 




































SANCTIONS DISCUSSED 

The danger of delay in applying 
economic sanctions will be appreriated 
by those who study the course of 
the discussions at Geneva. Obviously, 
while the League is considering the 
manner of enforcing Article XVI 
the Covenant, vigorous measures ct 
be taken to defeat the cbject of the 
sanctions selected, Suppliers» who 
realize that their activities are likely: 
to be curtailed will make full use of 
the breathing space allowed to fore- 
stall the expected ban. On_ that 
ground alone Mt, Anthony Fden's 
Assuronce that the League will not 
dally in tackling the issue will ‘be 
welcomed by all who hope that the 
imposition of sanctions will 3rove 
effective. Even now it must be con= 
fessed that the prospect is not cheer~ 
ing. Insistence is being laid on the 
avoldance of “undue severity.” lest 
the aren of armed conflict be extend- 
ed. Tt accords» with 
aversion of the nations con:srned 
from warlike commitments. It remains 
to be seen whether this willingness 
to wound allied to a reluctance to 
strike will do more than frritate the 
object of its attentions, Judgment 
must be reserved owing to the 
novelty of the whole procedure, 











GENEVA'S DECISION 


‘The Couneit of the League 
‘Nations has unanimously adopted 
the nomination of Ttaly as the ag- 
Jgressor in the present dispute which 
hhas developed into actual hostilities 
in Ethiopia. Now the Assembly of 
the League—composed of all mem- 
bers of that organization—have taken} 
the issue into consideration. ‘The 
Rovelty of the situation arouses in- 
{tense interest. The League faces the 
test of its authority. “Its handling of 
the different stages of investigation 
has been dignifled and unhurried. 
Relentlessly its machinery Nas €x- 
Pounded the truth of the Covenant 
nd to-day the significant verdict ‘will 
be approached. Although the League 
has failed to prevent the outbreak of 
war, its control of the world's con-| 
science has not been lost.” Hitherto 
there hay been mo opportunity of 
judging the effect of the application 
‘of Article XVI and it is illogical to 
pronounce the League as a. useless 
bulwark of peace until the provisions | 
of the Covenant designed to deal with 
@ flouting of the League's authority 
have been uctually invoked and en- 
forced, ‘The automatic consequences 
of the Assembly's expected endorse- 
‘ment of the Counell's decision will be 
the immediate withdrawal of 
diplomatic countenance from Thly by. 
Members ot the League. Here sain 
there will be no. precipitate action. 
In other words, just az the presen’ 
aggressor has carefully prepared. the 
ground and consolidated her resources, 
so the League will have to preeeed 
in its contemplated gesture ‘of re- 
straint. “Tt may be that the inherent| 
defects in human and, "therefore, 
national nature may stultity the pro: 
cedure so designed or reduce its 
operation to a farce. There is no in- 
ication that such an outcome will be 
tolerated by those who have taken 
the lead at Geneva. It is Important, 
too, to observe that the United States 
of “Ameren, in spite of her non: 
membership' and of her declared| 
aloofness from European polities, has| 
‘spontaneously tendered to the League. 
a sign of practical sympathy. Let it 
bbe remembered that the Assembly is 
called upon to vindicate the con- 
sidered Judgment of the world that, 
by ‘the ‘collective ‘action of nations 
the peace of civilization will be best 
safeguarded. The alternative is not, 
4g 80 many people appear to think, 
the conditions obtaining be- 
fore 1914. It it be a return to any- 
thing, it will be to a world of tn 
ashamed savagery, wherein the word| 
either of the individual ‘nor of the| 
corporate entity will be of value. 
Provided the Assembly acts with ap- 
propriate resolution and the League 
puts that decision into due effect, the 
Prospect of solving the world’s prob- 
Jems by negotiation "and" ‘com: 
romise will be again within the vision, 
of ‘stitesmen and rulers. ‘The lesson 
will efford salutary encouragement to 
nations which siill preserve thelr 
sanity and may brace others toa, 
Feal effort in removal of the scales 
presently oppressing their eyes. 


THE ASSEMBLY'S POSITION 

‘The development of procedure 
under the Covenant in the light of 
the Malo-Abyssinian dispute is. in- 
teresting, “if only ‘because of the 
novelty of the problems involved. Tt 
now is made clear that Article XVI 
becomes operative as the result of 
the Council's unanimous decision and 
the Assembly cannot supersede. the 
‘Council in handling the issue. Signs 
that certain Members are disposed to 
refuse association with the irzposi- 
tion of sanetions are indicative of the 
difficulties which the League stiil has 
to surmount. Until the final olign- 
‘ment is ascertained the effect of the 
declarations of Austria and Hucrary 
‘and the doubts of the altitude of 
‘ther countries, "such “as Spain. 
Switzerland, and Yugo-Slavia cannot 
be accurately assessed. The statement 
—on the authority of French r2pre- 
sentatives at Geneva—that complete 
agreement has been reached by 
French and British experts on the 

lan for the imposition. of sanctions 
has considerable significance. Tt 
strengthens the League at a. time 
when uncertainty in other directions 
is clearly developing. 


ITALY’S PROGRESS 


‘The reports that Adowa had been| 
recaptured were discounted. They 
now are definitely disproved by «ne 
news of General de Bono's ceremonial 
entry into the city and unveiling of 
the ‘memorial to Ttalian troops. who| 
fell on the same battleground. in 
1806.

AKSUM FALLS 


‘The United Press report of the fall] 
of Aksum shows that the Tialian, 
forces have made rapid headway in 
Tigre Province. “The way is now | 
clear for General De Bono to pro- 
duce his trump card in the form of 
the ex-Governor, Haile Selassie 
Gugsa ‘who is to be Signor Mussclint's 
nominee for the throne of Ethiopl 
In ‘the sacred city of Aksum it 
declared that the victorious Italian 
Army will proclaim the new Emperor 
and thus dismember the present Em- 
Dire of Ethiopia. Obviously the| 
Halians are making the best of the 
opportunity afforded by their long 
and carefully prepared organization 
to achieve results as quickly and 
dramatically as possible. It ix ina 
sense, a race between General ‘De 
Bono'and the League. So far, the 
superior mobility of the war machine 
‘has the legs of the peace organiza 
tion. How far the margin. will be 
extended remains to be seen. The 
sessions at Geneva seem to have pro: 
duced a definite agreement ona 
programme of sanctions. The ap- 
plication of the measures required to 
enforce them will presumably. be 
swiftly directed, but ‘there are still 
signs of uncertainty which must give 
Signor Mussolini ‘and General "De 
Bono considerable encouragement. 
‘The Ialian troops deserve approba- 
tion for the efficiency of their apera- 
tions.

BRITISH POLICY 


‘There seems to be considerable 
diMeulty in impressing on continental

ig evident that the French press 
‘considers that Great Britain is driving| 
the League with unnecessary severity 
toward sanctions calculated to, 
antagonize Ttaly. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized “that British 
opinion regards the Ethiopian issue 
as a definite test of the League's 
bona fides. France, and other Euro- 
ean countries, look to the ‘League 
as a bulwark against disturbance of 
European stability. ‘That bulwark 
rests solely on the ability of the 
League to justify the collective system 
‘of peace-preservation. If it falters 
in upholding the Covenant on. one 
‘issue, then the prospects of it acting 
effectively on others are sensibly 
diminished. Great Britain's whole- 
hearted championship of the League 
Is therefore inspired by a serious. 
conviction which cannot be ignored 
and should not be traduced. The 
British Government knows weil that 
its support of the League will be 
strongly challenged if the principles 
‘of the Covenant receive nothing but 
ip service from tho nations pledged 
{to its observance. There is no hostil- 
ity to Maly despite the vehement 
efforts of Signor Mussolini's control- 
led press to cloud the issue. British 
Policy is dictated by a firm desire to 
Dut “the League to the test. Sir 
Samuel Hoare in his speech at Gen-

‘The Special Administrator's Omee| 
here has during the past several days| 
been showered with requests from 
the various droughtvaffected regions 
for relief which are as urgent as 
those from other districts requesting 
flood relief, 

Famine Feared 


It Is feared that there will be 
widespread famine in north Kiangsu 
next spring in view of the complete 
failure on’ the part of the farmers 
to do any sowing, much less hi 
vesting. 

‘Meanwhile, foodstu prices are 
soaring and’ reports have reached 
here" that, in several flood and 
drought aMicted districts, cereals 
eannot be obtained for any price. 

‘Disorder and unrest are sald to 
have occurred in several seriously 
affected regions, the refugees taking 
the law into thelr own hands. Rob- 
bery and kidnapping cases are re 
ported to be mounting daily in the 
Aistriets surrounding Hsuchow.

‘tung, to render assistance. 

In’ addition to Haichow, Shuyang 
and Kuanyun, Panpu, in northeastern 
}Kiangsu, a fourth distriet—Lienshai 
situated south of Shuyang and north- 
cast of Tsingkiang—has now been 
hit by the flood. 

According to a message received 
in Haichow, a large tract of farm 
land has been submerged in Lienshut 
district as a result of the collapse 
‘of two sections of the old and new 
‘dykes of the Lutang River. neat 
Choutse. ‘The flood waters are 
surging rapidly in a_ northeasterly 
direction towards “Shuyang and 
Kuanyun, causing a near panic 
‘among the people in the Halchow 
area. 

Better news, however, is reported 
from the Hsuchow area, in north- 
western Kiangsu; “despite a south- 
‘westerly wind, the flood waters in 
the districts of Tungshan (Hsuchow), 
Peihsien, Fenghsien and Sinpichow 
havo subsided to a great extent. 
‘Most of the higher land around Pipa 
Shan (mountain), north of Hauchow, 
Jwhich had *been' flooded, is now 
gradually becoming visible, and tho 
refugees are rushing back to. their 
homes to save what they can of their

DISTRESS IN FLOODED KIANGSU 


Frantic Peasants Repair 


Dykes to Avoid Major 


Catastrophe: Wheat Crop Poor 
rose Oon Owst Comesroxone, 


Sutsien, Ku. Sept, 30. 
‘The flood waters’ of the Yellow 
River, which have been threatening 
this ‘part of Kiangsu during the 
summer months, have at last arrived, 
bringing destruction and misery. 


‘One of the most impressive features 
of the situation is the slow progress: 
‘made by the flood, as it craeps across 
‘the country. More than two months 
hhave passed since the Yellow River 
bbroke its banks and started on its 
dreadful work of devastation. In that 
langth of time, it has actually ad- 
vanced only about 200 miles, perhaps 
tess than that. No doubt many people 
hhave often thought of what happens 
when the Yellow River changes its 
course, of how the water rushes in 
mad torrents, sweeping away 
hundreds of villages, and drowning 
thousands of people, 


‘The observed facts are entirely 
different from this mental picture, 
‘The advance of the water is 0 slow. 
that most of the people have plenty; 
of time to escape with their’ lives, | 
and In many cases they succeed in 
saving at least a part of thelr posses- 
sions,” Of course the late fall crops: 
fare almost entirely lost, and countless. 
houses are being destroyed. ‘Mean-| 7, 
while, the refugees have nowhere to 
0, and many of them have no food 
to cat. Unless prompt steps are taken 
to provide adequate supplies of food, 
clothing, and shelter, countless thous- 
‘ands of these unfortunate people must 
die within a few months; but in most, 
‘eases death will come by the slow 
process of starvation and exposure, 
not by the sudden process of drown 
ing. 

‘Tho slow progress of the flood Is 
probably due to two main causes, 
First, the country is very flat, so that 
the water spreads out to a width of 
many miles, instead of being confined 
to a narrow stream. Of course this 
‘means that, in most places, the cur- 
rent is very slow. 

Secondly, this part of the country | a

The stage of the 
water at Sutsien is very high, but 
is not rising much at present, because 
the water is spreading out over the 
‘country above the city.

Inner Mongolla Probtem

After the ereation of Manchoukuo, 
the people of Inner Mongolia learn- 
ing from the fate of their brethren 
in’ Hsingan province, recognized the 
Urgent necessity for’ forming some 
kind of national government, if they 
‘were to obtain any hearing at all in 
the coming political disposal of 
North China. ‘They are under no 
‘iMusions as 10 the possibility of thelr 
winning or maintaining any kind of 
real independence, but believe that 
it they show a united front they 
will be able to obtain better terms 
of local self-government, whether 
from the Chinese or Japanese. Hence 
the creation of a semi-independent 
government called the Autonomous 
Councit of Inner Mongo! 

Nanking at first was strongly 
‘opposed to the semi-autonomous 
government that had established it~ 
self at Pailingmiao, but as Japanese 
Pressure on North ‘China grew ever 
stronger they recognized that it was 
better fo have a Mongol government 
that, at least, admitted the suzer- 
‘inty of China, than one that threw 
self completely into the arms of 
the Japanese. 

‘The local Chinese authorities, on 
the other hand, specially Gen: Fu 
Tso-yl of Suiyuan with ‘Gen, Yen 
Hsi-shan behind him," bave” never 
roped their opposition to the in= 
dependence movement. They were 
solely concerned with their profits, 
In the shape of land revenue and 
taxes, and merely saw in the estab- 
lishment of an independent Mongol 
government a claimant to part of 
their revenues. From the very be- 
ginning they opposed the Pallingmiao 
Counell and did everything» they 
could to put dificulties in its way.

Current rumours of growing anti 
Chiang Kai-shek movement were 
corroborated last week by the arrest 
and detention "of sixteen suspects 
accused of spreading revolutionary’ 
doctrine. They were arrested by 
order of the Commissioner of Public 
Safety, who immediately transferred 
Jeertain of them to Hankow, from 
where he evidently had had advance 
notice that some of the propagandists 
were coming, 

‘Until this arrest, anti-Chiang feel- 
Inge have been noticeably lacking in 
Hunan, and there has been no public 
‘expression of such opinion. ‘This is 
the first outward manifestation of a 
definite organization, working with 
the object of spreading propagand 
‘The main point in the programme of 
these revolutionaries is an attack on 
the Central Government. for their 
Present policy of conceding to Japs 
Rese demands; but local Chinese are 
‘of the opinion that this condemna- 
Mion of the Government's poliey in 
regard to Japan is only a mask for 
the real purpose of the movement, 
which is to oust Gen. Chiang Kale 
shek, 

‘There is apparently no Com- 
munistic element in this group, and 
those to whom it would seem to have 
the most appeal are certain patriotic 
students, local ofeials who have been

Autumn Pilgrimages 

‘The streets have been the scene of| 
rather unusual spectacles for the past 
month. Any day one might pass long 
rocessions of people, headed by a 
group of small’ children dressed in 
bright red, and. carrying. gaudily- 
Painted lanterns on poles over their 
shoulders, with a Chinese band just 
behind them, making the streets re-

POSTAL BUSINESS 
PROGRESSES 


Helped by Suppression of 
Bandits and Reds 


‘The annual report on the Post 
OMfice, issued on Friday by the Direc 
torate-General of Posts, Ministry of 
Communications, shows a notable 
progress in postal business in 1933- 
1934. ‘The cessation of warfare and 
the suppression of bandits and Com- 
munists. in various parts of China 
greatly helped the development of 
stat” activities. ; 

Although postal operations in. the 
three Eastern Provinces remained 
suspended, the warfare in the North 
and in Szechuen was settled, the re- 
Port points out. "The disturbances 
along the Kansu-Ningsia border like= 
wise were terminated. Bandit activ. 
lies in Hupeh, Hunan, Anhwel, 
and Fukien gradually were suppress: 
ed and the campaign against the Com- 
munists in Kiangsi advanced so 
Fapidly that several important regions 
which had been held by the Reds 
for many years were recaptured. ‘Ta 
all these Tegions postal operations 
Were re-established. In other local 
ties, postal facilities were extended 
and the transmission of mail was 
expedited. 


New Roads Butlt 


Among the factors which helped to 
‘advance postal activities was road 
building in various provinces, which 
Fesulted in an increase of more than 
8.000 Kilometres in the total. length 
of the roads built. Mail ‘matter for 
laces connected by these roads is 
carried by motor-bus 

It is further pointed out that, de- 
spite the continued suspension of the 
‘Tihwa air-mail line, owing to. the 
situation in Sinklang, pleasing re- 
sults were achieved in’ the aerial 
service during the year, and the total 
ength of airlines increased by -ap- 
proximately 3,000 kilometres.” The 
Saigon-Marseilles, Bandoeng-Amster- 
‘dam lines. and the Imperial Airways 
hhave been used for carrying air-mail 
to Europe. 

Floods and droughts which occurred 
diiring ‘the year affected the postal 
business but little. The damage done 
to equipment was not serious

All Able-Bodied Citizens to

Nanking, Oct. 12. 

Free labour conseription during, 
the winter season, as suggested. by

A ‘set of concrete measures has 
been mapped out by ‘the Kinng. 
Provincial Government for utilizing 
free labour in river conservancy:

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BANDIT PREVENTION IN MANCHOUKUO 


Trustworthy Villagers to 


Be Armed: An Epidemic 


of Armed Robberies 


Front Our Own Consstoxoent 


Harbin, Sept. 30. 

For some time past ‘the railway! 
authofities have been very busy 
establishing what are called railway 
protective ‘villages along the Hsin- 
king-Harbin and Harbin-Suifenho 
Lines, these villages being inhabited 
by ‘trustworthy people and having 
arms to be used in the event of 
Dandlts making their appearance in 
‘the vicinity. “Many of the Korean 
emigrants ‘who arrived recently in 
‘Mamehoukuo are residing in these 
villages. It has been decided algo to 
‘organize similar settlements along the 
railway line from Harbin to Manchu 
and for this purpose preliminary 
negotiations have been conducted. at 
‘Antal, Angangchi, Hallar and Man- 
hull.” It is proposed to divide the 
‘whole of this area into fve joint and 
thirty-six separate districts, in which 
188" protective villages” will be 
established. ‘The work connected 
with the erection of living quarters| 
and organization of these villages! 
should be completed within 30. days. 
‘Then all_ of the former Chinese 
Eastern Railway will be protected 
by a string of villages very different 
t0 those which existed before in| 
‘which bandits were able to find re- 
fuge and live as peaceful citizens, 
only, waiting for a chance to come 
out in their true guise, 

‘The Manchuria Electric Company 
has opened an exhibition of Electric 
‘equipment, including the latest systems 
‘of cooking and heating. For ordinary 

trie lighting the charge is now 
‘seventeen fen per kilowatt but it 0 
meter is installed for cooking and 
cheating, the charge is only six fen 
per Kilowatt, ‘The Company possess

Death of Mr. C. A. Peacock 


Mr. Charles Albert Peacock, died 
‘on September 28 at the age of 55, 
after a protracted illness suffering 
from catarrh of the stomach, Born 
{in Russia and resident in that country 
for many years, Mr, Peacock came 10 
Harbin three years ago, his brother 
‘Mr, Henry Peacock having already 
established himself here. His daugh- 
ter is a teacher of English in the 
Teading schools. "The funeral’ took 
place this afternoon and was attend- 
fed by many of the British community, 
the burial service being read by the 
Rev. G, L. Baker, 

For the past three days the weather 
has been more like the middle 3f 
July than the end of September, and 
it was not surprising that there were 
‘over 8,000 people at the races yester: 
day, the takings at the sweepstake 
booth reaching nearly $100,000, Jn 
fone case the winning horse paid out 
31,083, 

‘To-morrow morning the direct tele- 
phone service between Harbin and 
‘Tientsin and Peiping will be offcial- 
ly opened. ‘The charge is $1.14 to 
‘Tientsin with a further payment of 
$5.10 for three minutes conversation 
‘and to Pelping $1.30 with a further 
charge of $047 for three minutes 
conversation. As regards Hsinking 
nd Mukden the service works 
splendidly and little time is lost in 
calling up a number. 

For some time there has not been 
any robbery of consequence, but 
during the last few days an epidemic 
broke out, In the first case, thieves 
smashed ‘a large window ' in the 
Inoye Fur Store, and reaching in 
‘thraugh the opening, removed 200 
beaver skins, a genuine black fox 
‘skin and about 60 other valuable 
furs, as well as two very rich fur 
coats, the total value being ¥.30,000. 
‘The police were qitickly on the spot, 
but were unable to get any clue 
excepting a finger mark on the glass 
‘and the imprint of a Chinese shoe 
‘on the ground, 

In another part of the town a well- 
ressed man entered a jeweller's 
shop and asked to see bracelets, He 
spent some time looking at them and 
then suddenly pulled out a revolver| 
from his pocket and threatened the 
salesman. " He selzed several brace- 
lets and rushed out getting lost. in 
the crowd on the street, ‘The sales~ 
man informed the police that goods 
to the value of 3,000 kuobi had been 
stolen. 

‘Another theft occurred of 4,000 
Keuobt worth of fur from the factory 
‘of @ firm who dress them for the 
market. In this case the police very 
‘quickly discovered the thief as one 
‘of the staff and recovered part of 
the stolen goods. 

Finally andther jeweller's shop in 
one of the main streets of Pristan 
was broken into and jewellery tothe 
value of several thousand) kuobi 
stolen, ‘This was done by armed 
thieves. 

‘One of the local Russian papers: 
thas published the story of a piano| 
which may possibly have some truth 
in it but which sounds thin, The 
paper avers that a certain Soviet 














citizen, before leaving for home, sold| 
‘a plano which he had originally 
ought from some person residing in| 
Viadivostok. ‘This “plano being tn 
oed of repairs, was takrn to pieces 
by a local piano firm. About one| 
‘pod of Russian gold coins was found, 
hidden in it. The question new arises 
fs to whom this money belongs. No 
fone knows who the owner resident 
in Viadivostok was and ‘t is quite 
Impossible that the Soviet citizen hid 
the gold and then sold it. ‘The name 
of the present owner is given, but| 
he refuses to say anything, neither 
denying nor confirming the news- 
paper story. 


Great Bus Improvements 


‘Adding 10 the improvements al- 
ready made in the bus services of| 
Harbin, the Municipality has pur- 
chased two large buses which are to 
be used on the service between 
Pristan and New Town, a short run 
which is always crowded with pas- 
sengers. Furthermore several new 
bus routes are to be opened within 
1 few days, these giving the public 
Many more conveniences than’ they 
‘aver had, ‘This week special sign- 
boards were erected at all stopping| 
places, this doing away with the| 

tem of calling a bus at any spot 
‘long the route, The public are re- 
quested to enter and leave busses at 
fixed stopping places only. ‘The’ 
busses were built in Japan and fitted 
with powerful engines. 

‘At a meeting of the Bureau of] 
‘Russlan Emigration it was estimated 
‘that the Russian benevolent institu. 
tions of Harbin require a sum of 
{$50,000 per annum and it was pro- 
posed that this sum should be re- 
quested from the munlelpality, - The| 
departure of Soviet citizens who gave| 
freely to charitable concerns -has| 
considerably reduced the amount of| 
money given to some of the bene- 
volent organizations and to replace:

FINANCIAL SORROW 
IN HARBIN 


‘Thriftcor Bank Owes About 
¥.1,000,000 
From Our Own Consesronvent 


Harbin, Oct. 5. 

‘The news of the suspensica of the 
‘Thriftcor Bank flew round the| 
city last night like wildfire and there 
were many private meetings of de- 
positors and creditors to discuss the| 
situation. There are many who have 
found this bank of great assistance 
to their business beeause it accepted 
small counts Inthe opinion ot 
competent commercial men, most of 
the business tranaaeted by the bank 
hhas been in Harbin and that at 
east ¥.1,000,000 of the total amount 
due falis to depositors in this city. 
Commercial citcles assert that for 
some time, fears were expressed re- 
garding the soundness of the bank 
and many of far-seeing persons 
withdrew their accounts. ‘The mass 
of the people, however, continued to 
put their confidence in it and now 
find themselves in great difficulties. 
Depositors were principally Russian 
‘emigrants both at Harbin and Hailar, 

‘The value of the premises probably 
does not exceed $200,000 at the pres- 
ent moment. 

All bills due for payment are to 
Joe handed over to another bank at 
‘once, and probably this will be the 
Bank of China. ‘The managers stated 
that they considered all bills held 
by the bank were good, as they had 
‘been very careful in ali their trans- 
actions. Cash in hand in the three| 
branches is about ¥.50.000, On be- 
ing questioned as regards the balance 
sheet, the managers slated that this 
hhad not been published but copies had. 
bbeen given to other banks and to the| 
Ministry of Finance at Hsinking. The 
total amount of debts does not ex- 
‘ceed ¥.1,400,000. 

‘The Thriftcor Bank or to give it

‘was ‘opened in Harbin some years 
ago, “Its first premises were very 
‘small ones in Yamakaya street, but

WORSHIP OF IDOLS 
IN KIRIN 
Scottish Mission School Deny, 
Students Such Privilege 


Front un Own Conmssroxoert 


Hsinking, Oct. 7. 

‘The Department of Education has 
received serious complaints from the! 
Kirin Provincial Government regard-| 
ing the Scottish Mission School in| 
that city, it being alleged that the| 
heads of his Mission have refused to| 
permit Manchurian students attend- 
Ing the school to worship at the 
Confucius Temple in Kirin; this 
despite repeated requests of the 2ocal 
authorities. The Mission School au-| 
thorities are alleged to have stated! 
that as Christians do not worship 
‘dols", the students attending the 
‘school ‘cannot be permitted to wor 
ship at the Confucius Temple. 
Furthermore they are stated to! 
have said that Christianity was 
troduced to Kirin more than 100] 
years ago and that they could not 
conform to the local police regula 
tions. “According to information in| 
the government. offices, this school 
was founded in 1921 and its present| 
principal is Mr. MacWhite, At 
present about 200 students are en- 
rolled and in view of the good work 
being done in educating Manchurian 
students, the Kirin Provincial Gov- 
ernment some time ago recognized it 
‘as a private school and granted it a 
subsidy of $900 per annum, 


Retail Prices Rise 


‘According to investigations made| 
by the Statistical Division of the 
Manchouluo State Council, the 
average index number of retail prices 
fon August 31 at Hsinking and seven- 
teen other large cities of the country. 
have risen 1.3 per cent. ovr those of 
the previous month. Compared with 
the “previous month the price of! 
cereals rose 32 per cent. fsh and| 
‘meat 29, seasonings .3 and light and 
fuel 14 per cent, while vegetables 
showed a drop of G4 per cent. In, 
comparison with the basic figures of 
100 in 1994, the price indices of com- 
modities on August 20 were, cereals, 
1735, fish ond meat 104.6, other food- 
stuffs 1168 seasonings 111.7, clothes 
and shoes 1003 and fuel ‘and light! 
98. From the above figures it will 
be seen that living in Manchuria has 
risen considerably since 1094, except- 
Jing in the case of fuel, which how- 
‘ever is always cheaper in the sum- 
mer months owing to the lack of 
demand, 
New Customs House 

Simultaneously with the opening! 
of the Yuki-Rashim railway to. ge 
‘eal trafic on November, 1, the Man- 
‘choukuo Customs House in Tumen 
will establish a branch office at 
Rashin port, similar to those opened 
at Yuki and Seishin. The Tumen 
officials already are "preparing for 
the opening of the new branch at the 
North Korean port, as it is expected 
that a through train from Rashin fo 
Hsinking will start running on the 
opening day. This new route eagerly" 
will be made use of by travellers: 
from Harbin and other northern cen- 
tres to Japan as it will be much 
quicker and more convenient. 

Kirin Railway Receipts Increase 

The railway receipts of the Kirin 
Railway Bureau show some remark- 
able increases for the month of 
September, the returns being $639,470 
‘or an increase of $63,631 in com- 
parison with the corresponding month| 
for last year. This must be ascribed 
entirely to the rapid development of| 
districts along the Hsinking-Tumen, 
Lafa-Harbin and Mukden-Kirin Rall: 
‘ways. ‘The increase is almost entire- 
ly due to the transport of building| 
material and coals. lumber amount: 
ing to 25977 metric tons and coal to| 
14440 metric tons. The total quantity 
of freight handled during September | 
was 305,224 metric tons against| 
234,700 tons for the same month last| 
year.

PASSED 


Emigrant Labour Control 
and Insurance Changes 


Nanking, Oct, 12. 

The Regulations governing Emigra- 
tion of Labourers were passed at the 
‘2nd meeting of the Legislative Yuan, 
jin accordance with the joint report 
‘of the Foreign Relations and Labour 
Law Committees. The meeting was 
resided over by Presidnt Sun Fo 
‘and attended by 69 members. 

Except otherwise provided for, 
Regulations, which’ consist of 
articles, wil 





o 
‘be applicable to all 
[Chinese citizens emigrating fromthe 
‘country for labour abroad. 

‘Labour emigrants are divided into 
Uhre categories, namely, (1) those 
selected and dispatched by the Gov- 


ernment, (2) those recruited by 
‘agents, and (3) individual emigrants, 

‘Only those possessing the following 
four qualifications will be allowed 
to leave the country. They must be 
) Between 20 and 45 years of age, 
@) physically sound, (3) suffer from 
no contagious disease and (4) free 
from vicious habits, such as oplum- 
smoking, ete. 

All employment contracts entered 
into by labour emigrants must be 
submitted to the Central Overseas 
Affairs Commission for approval and 
framed in conformity with the Out- 
line for Employment Contracts of 
Labour Emigrants, to be separately 
drawn up by the said Commission. 
In case the emigrants are selected 
‘and dispatched by the Government, 
such employment vontracts will be 
concluded by the Government on 
their behalf. 


‘To Safeguard Labourers 


Except by special permission of the 
JOverseas Affairs ‘Commission, it is 
further provided, no” labour” agent 
wilt ‘be ‘allowed to recruit Chinese 
labourers’ for: emigration. 

Individual labour emigrants must 
first register with the Central Over- 
seas Affairs Commission, before they 
Jean apply for passports, 

‘Another stipulation of the Regula- 
tions. requires that only persons ap- 
proved of and granted certificates by 
{the Overseas Affairs Commission may 
‘be. engaged by labour emigrants as 
Interpreters. 

‘The present Regulations are a re- 
vised form of the original regulations 
governing the Emigration of Chinese 
Labourers, promulgated by the de- 
funet ‘Peking Government, and are 
Intended for the protection ‘of Chic 
nese labourers going abroad and to 
[safeguard them from being sold into 
slavery. 

Revised Insurance Law

WORK IN KIANGSI 


Favourable Report of Dr. Stampar, League of 


Nations Expert: 


Dr. Stampar, League of | Nations 
‘health expert, who early in the year 
made a study of the public health 
institutions in Northwest China, has 
now inspected the rural welfare 
fivities of the National Economic 
Council in Kiangsi Province. The 
‘report which he has submitted to the 
Council deals chiedy with the rural 
welfare centres, of which eight are 
already in operation and two more 
fare about to be opened, and with 
‘the programme for public health. 

‘Of the welfare centres, Dr. Stampar 
writes as follows: “All the rural wel- 
fare centres I visited are housed in 
‘old family temples and in districts 
‘Of from 15,000 to 30,000 inhabitants. 
Each of these centres has an agricul 
ture. experimental station occupying 
‘Between 13 and 50 mow of land. 
‘All the centres are organized on 
the same plan, thelr activities’ in- 
‘eluding mass education and elemen- 
tary education; improvement of agri- 
culture; promotion of co-operative 








focletles; public health, including 
‘medical treatment, maternity care, 
‘eanitary engineering and _health| 
education; and finally encouragement 





‘of rural industry, ‘The staff of each 
‘centre consists of two administrative 
‘officers, two doctors, one midwife 
four teachers, and experts for agri- 
culture, for co-operatives, and for 
‘home industry. The budget for each| 
fof the centres is, on the average, 
‘$700 a month, of which about $400 
{s contributed by the N.EC. and the| 
remainder by the local authorities.” 

‘Dr, Stampar then describes in 
detail a number of the centres which 
the visited, ‘The following is typleal: 
“The Rural Wellare Centre of Tsao 
‘Tang, ina district with a population 
‘of 18,000, was opened on November 1, 
last, 

“At my visit, 750 adults were en- 
rolled In classes for mass education. 
24 Elementary Schools are under con- 
trol of the Centre, the number of 
students being 1,165, among whom | 
fare 200 girls. Every third day lec- 
‘tures are held, attended by 300 per- 
ons, 

‘Model Experimental Farm 


“The experimental farm comprises. 
30 mow, dealing with the demonstra- 
tion of ‘seeds, and containing a nur- 
ery for reatforestation; already 50,- 
(000 of which are wood-oll trees. In 
24 villages, 96 farms have been cho- 
jen where farmers, under the con- 
trol of the Agricultural Department] 
of the Centre, are being taught in, 
the fleld improved methods of farm- 
ing, Instruction being given and 
visits made to different farms every| 
week; 500 cattles of selected cot- 























have been given to 87 families. 


“Thirty-seven co-operative societies 
have been organized, with 1,369 mem-| 
bers. Loans totalling $6,190 have 
‘been granted, the average amount! 
being $10 per family, bearing interest 
‘of, at the most, 12'per cent. These 
Joins are being used for the pur- 
chase of fertilizers and seeds. 


Hospital with Twenty Beds 

“The Health Department is visited 
by an average of 20 patients daily, 
halt of whom are women desizing 
first-aid or consultation, At my visit 
which was made without previous 
notifleation—1 found 60 patients 
receiving attention. The main dis- 
‘eases concern the skin and eyes. The 
hospital provides 20 beds, mostly for 
‘serious and acute cases; a foe of threo| 
‘cents is charged for the first visit to 
the Health Department, and only 
ent for subsequent visits. ‘The mid-| 
wife hag already assisted at thirteen 
deliveries. Anti-smalipox campaigns 
were being carried on, resulting in 
‘the vaceination of 7,500 persons. ‘The 
Schools are visited once a month. 
Mealth education is given every after- 
noon. 

‘Women have been trained in the 
Home Industry Department, 

“The initial expenses of this Rural 
Welfare Centre amounted to $5,000. 

"At a cost of $400, an old temple 
was converted into ‘an. Elementary. 
School with four classrooms. Tike cost, 
‘of the two buildings for the Agrieul- 
tural Station was $200, and that vf the 
ecture hall $400." 


Kiangs! Health Programme 
‘The health programme is under the 
Girection of the “Kiangsi Provincial 
Health Department, a new branch of 
the cdministration inaugurated on. 
‘June 8, 1994. Tals Department, besides 
Controlling ‘the Provincial Hospital 
‘and Provincial midwifery schoo}, and 
various laboratories and health sta- 
tions belonging to the Government, 
hhas a wide ‘range of activities, both 
in Nanchang, the capital of the prov- 
Ince, and in’ the country districts, 
For example, at Nanchang, the De- 
partment has charge of the sanitary 
Arrangement of the city; directs the 
vaceination campaign and trains the 
personnel for this work; conducts

courses: and arranges for public rellet 
work during the summer months when 
disease is especially prevalent in the 
‘city. A notable feature is the work 
Jn the schools, of which Dr. Stampar 
writes; “At the suggestion of the 
Public Health Department, a com: 
‘mittee on school health was appoint- 
ed. ‘The Public Health Department 
undertakes the supply of technical 
experts and medical materials, and 
also bears three-fifths of the’ total 
annual expenses of this committee. 
‘There are two doctors, and three| 
‘nurses sent and paid by the Depart- 
‘ment. In addition there is one doctor 
with ‘two nurses salaried by the De- 
partment ‘of Education. ‘This medical 
staff is held responsible for sanitary 
Supervision, health inspection, and 
medical treatment of 15,000 students 
tn the $0 primary schools and elght 
high school in Nanchang.”

Dr. Barclay was a native of Glas- 
gow and went to Glasgow University, 
‘where he was a very brilliant stude 
He graduated there and later had 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity con- 
ferred upon him by the same unive-- 
sity. "He arrived in China .on 
November 20, 1874, and since’ that 
date has been connected with the 
English Presbyterian Mission in 
Formosa, 

His greatest achievement was a 
complete translation of the Bible into 
the Amoy vernacular. The work, 
however, suffered a setback, for, just 
when the printing presses were realy 
to start printing, practically all the 
plates were destroyed by fire in the 
Sino-Japanese trouble. of 1982. 
Fortunately, Dr. Barclay had 
@uplicate manuscript, but the whole 
fof the Old Testament had to be re- 
set in type and the proofs re-read, 
which necessitated much extra work. 
The New ‘Testament portion, the 
printing plates of which were not 
Gestroyed, was ready before the Old. 
‘The whole work occupied a number 











_|of years of ceaseless work. 


Dr. Barclay was very highly 
esteemed amongst the whole mis~ 
sionary community, particularly those 
im South China. ‘The brilliance of 
his work is borne out by the fact 
‘that for one year he held the highest 
office of his Church, that of Modera- 
tor in England. 

Dr, Barclay was married, but his: 
wife died In Shanghai several years 
ago. “He is not sutvived by any

In Shanghai under the auspices 
of the District Kuomintang, a coni- 
memoration meeting was held in the 
People’s Educational Institute in 
Nantao at 10 am, being. attended 
by more than 500 representatives. of 
Jocal Government and public bodivs, 
including the Chinese Courts and 
the Customs. Before the usual 
Kuomintang rites, a flag-raising cero- 
mony was held in front of the build- 
ing. Mr XK. Yin, who presided, 
briefly related the’ history of the 
revolution, the work of the late 
‘Kuomintang leader, Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
‘and the sacrifice of the revolutionists, 
‘Mr. K. C. Ling, another Kuomintang 
‘member, then moved to send a con- 
solatory’ telegram to Gen, Chiang 
Kai-shek and his troops to encourage 
‘them in the hardships of the anti- 
Communist campaign, The resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted. A 
Iubour delegate, who next spoke, urged 
the public to give contributions to 
flood refugees. 

‘With the national flags prominently 
flying above Government and other 
‘uildings, a general holiday — was 
‘observed here. All the warships in 
harbour were gaily decorated. At 
noon, the Chinese gunboats at 
Kiaochangmiao, Nantao, fired 21 
‘guns, while’ several’ aeroplanes 
circled over Shanghai, 

‘One of the most prominent features 
of the observance was the inaugura- 
tion of the Sixth National Ath! 
Meeting at the Civic Centre, Kiang- 
wan, to which members "of the 
Diplomatic Corps and the Consular 
Body were invited. Mr. Sun Fo, 
President of the Legislative ‘Yuan, 
De. H. H, Kung, Minister of Finat 
‘and Dr, J. Heng Liu, Director of the 
Health Administration, travelled to 
Shanghai from Nanking on Thursday 
morning, but Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
President of the Executive Yuan, 
prevented from attending tw 
ting, owing to business in the 
capital, 

In the evening, Gen. Wu Te-chen, 
the Mayor, entertained the officials, 
foreign and Chinese, in the City 
Government building at .a dinner. 
More than 250 guests were present. 


‘The New Stadium 


Graced by the presence of Mr. Lin

roads to Kiangwan were a stream of 
vehicles throughout the day, and the 
National Festival proved unique in 
Shangha's history. Prior to the 
ceremony which inaugurated the 
stadium, flights of aeroplanes roared 
overhead, diving swiftly sometimes 
‘within 60 ft. of the centre of the 
stadium, and stirring the crowd to 
great enthusiasm.

‘The rise an@ fall of a nation depended 
to a large extent upon the spirit 
and consolidated strength of the 
people which in turn depended upon 
hher health and physique of the| 
masses that make up nation, 

In ancient China, Mr, Lin explain. 
ed the system of building the people's 
hhealth was not wanting, and it was 
only during the last 100 years or so 
that country had deteriorated physic- 
ally on account ofan unbalanced 
emphasis upon scholarship, to the 
‘gross neglect of thelr physical well- 
being. Tt was due to this pitiful state 
of affairs that China was given by the 
forelgn Powers the nickname of 
“Sick Man of the Far East.” This

“Especially Elatea” 

Since the Kuomintang assumed the| 
reins of government, one of tne 
cardinal points in the Government| 
Programme for national reconstruc- 
tion had been the encouragement|

RECALLED - 


Mrs. Katherine Hadiey Taken 
to Holloway Gaol 


London, Oct 11. 

Mrs. Katherine Hadley, who was 
sentenced to death on October 1, 
1033, ‘by the British Supreme Court 
Jn Shanghal for the murder of her 
‘husband, and later granted a reprieve,

‘The Late Rabbi Kook 

‘Mr, RB. Bitker, commander of 
the Shanghai branch of the Berith 
‘Trumpeldor, called the parade to at~ 
tention, and spoke a few words on 
the late Rabbi Kook, who died in 
Palestine at the age of 69 years om 
September 1. “He spoke of the part 
Rabbi Kook played in the organizing 
‘of the Jewish community in Pales- 
tine at the close of the Great War, 
‘and of his great influence in guiding 
it through the dificult phases of its 
early days,

FIRE PROTECTION 


‘The Chinese “Maritime Customs: 
having established their own Harbour 
Fire Brigade with the assistance of 
the Shanghal Municipal Council, the 
new organization became available 
for operation on October 1. Formerly 
fires in the harbour were dealt with 
under a co-operative arrangement 
between the Customs and the Couneit 
whereby the foats of both or elther 
attended. From 1924 the Council's 
‘staff also manned the Customs float, 
‘which previous to that year had been 
manned by the River Police. 
In 1993, the Customs introduced the 
larger float Pooehi, which however 
continued to be ‘manned by the 
Council's stat. 

‘The introduction of the Poochi 
rendered unnecessary the use cf the 
Council's floats for purposes other 
than augmentation, and since 1933, 
they have been restricted in we to 
the Settlement waterfront. Fees for 
the services of Municipal @remen on. 
the Customs float when attending a 
fire on a vessel were paid to 
Counell by the Customs; and when 
altending a fire on shore, wh 
occurring outside limits or on non- 
‘municipally rated property, were 
collected by the Counell from the 
‘owner of the propenty attended. 

At the Iast meeting of the "Watch 
‘Committee correspondence was sub- 
mitted from the Commissionor of 
‘Customs regarding future arrange- 
‘ments for combatting fires on vessels 
‘and riparian property. ‘The Customs 
authorities agreed that the Council's 
duty to protect riparian property in 

‘Settlement remained as before. In 
‘the case of wharves in the Settlement 
the Customs 

















brigade would function 
from the river in co-operation with 
the Counell Brigade operated trom 
the land. “The Council's float would 
algo assist if necessary, 


Pootung Fires 
In the past the Council's Brigade 
hhas attended outbreaks of fire upon 
certain properties on the Pootung. 
side of the river, but in view af the 
‘new organization the Chiet Omer 
recommended that this practice be 
discontinued, With this view. the 
‘Customs authorities agreed, 

In reply to a question, the Chief 
OMicer of the Fire Brigade stated 
‘that certain plant was essential to 
deal with whart fires and vessels on 
this side of the river or in creeks. 
‘At the moment two fire floats were 
in commission, but it was recom- 
mended that one of these should be 
‘sold. ‘The smaller float would be 
retained and. would be useful for 
creek fires. A staff of three, other 
than the fire-fighting personnel, 
would be necessary for the smaller 
float. 

Replying to further questions, the 
Chief Omeer stated that he bevieved 
‘the Customs organization to be ade- 
uate for anything except cases of 
simultaneous outbreaks on the Poo- 
‘tung bank with some distance between, 
them.

THE TREATMENT OF

Interesting Suggestion to 
Spread Propaganda 
By E.'S. Wxuenesox 


It seems to me that the desire to! 
prevent cruelty to animals from the 
point of view of human beings is 
‘mainly based on three things: a sense 
‘of duty to all the works of the 
Creator; general love of animal life; 
particular love of certain animals. 
‘And T think that the last of these 
is the strongest factor in bringing. 
men ‘and women together, for the 
purpose of preventing cruelty to 
animals. By this I mean that those 
possessing the urge covered by the 
first two suggestions made above 
would be comparatively few in 
number, while those wha have 
particular love ‘of certain animals are 
countless. How many people come 
to be members of the SSP.CA. 
only because they happen to love 
ponies or dogs or cats . . . and then| 
suddenly find they are taking an. 
interest in the proper care of 
chickens, pigs and even alligators 
(to quote a recent example!)? Now 
Jet me try to apply this argument 
to the Chinese people and see where 
T get to; and when I say “Chinese 
people” " I do not mean the educated 
fodies and gentlemen we meet in. 
Shanghai and other ports; I mean. 
‘the uncounted millions who are the 
follers of the land and who handle 
its animal lite.

Every coolie, boy and shroft in you 
employ’ seems to keep a bird 
probably several... and they are 
cared for lke favourite children, 
The bird must be exercised each 
morning by taking it for a walk in 
the country where it may sing among 
natural surroundings; it is fed on 
every available dainty by hand; it 
fs even taken to the office and hung 
up in a passage (to be visited sur~ 
reptitiously in working houral) 
merely for the joy of taking it back 
and forth to the humble home and 
to have the maximum amount of its 
company. In summer it must be 
‘splashed with cooling water; in 
winter sheltered from the draughis; 
fin sickness treated like a favoured 
patient, 


This love of caged birds is not} 
confined to any class; there are 
appropriate birds for, every. class 
from coolie to high official; and all 
are cared for with equal tenderness. 
Here is something which is more 
than prevention of cruelty; it is an 
intense love which could not harbour 
‘cruelty in any form. So that if we 
consider my third reason for desic- 
ing to prevent cruelty among animals, 
surely we have here a very fertile 
soll fo work upon. But how shail 
‘we set to work? 


‘My idea is simply this: to make: 
such effort as we can to extend this 
love of caged birds to a natural love 
fof all birds, both caged and wild; 
and then merely by the force of 
example so created to extend it to 
‘a desire to protect all living animals, 
‘And a possible method is ready to 
hand, 
Need for a Sanctuary 


‘The Chinese already have a great, 
love for certain wild birds, such as 
‘Swallows which they encourage to 
nest in their houses and protect more 
assiduously than Europeans do. If 
the Mayor of Great Shanghai 
would declare a General Sanctuary 
for all birds within the area whica 
he controls, the" position would 
gradually become known among the 
‘masses of the countryside: no shoot- 
ing of birds (merely for the love of 
all birds): no snaring: no robbing “f 
nests or eggs. ‘This would be 
something new and its true reason and 
meaning would gradually become 
apparent. “Then would follow the 
lesson that Poultry and market-birds 
Renerally should ‘not be maltreated 
«..since it would be realized that| 
this general protection of “Sanctuary” 
is based upon the national love of 
birds. And’ once a people have 
een taught to love and protect one 
form ot animal life, merely because 
it is the right and proper thing to do, 
surely it is not a long step to tind 
that the love and protection of all 
animal life is also a right and proper

Of the 39,000,000 telephones 
in the worid, about 17,000,000, or a 
Uitte over half, are in the United 
States, About two-thirds are oper 
ated by private companies, like the 
fone in Shanghai, the other third by 
Governments, including the British 
Government,’ the Japanese Govern- 
ment, and, to a certain extent, the 
Chinese Government. I unde 
there is only one privately owned 
company in Great Britain: there 
none in Japan, but there are several 
in China. 

We believe that in America, where 
the telophone has been in use for 
the longest time, and which has beon 
the home of the telephone—where, 
too, the Bell system facilities havo 
‘been available for research, develop- 
‘ment, financing, and the ‘expansion 
‘of the service to a most remarkable 
degreé—the service has reached tho 
best development; a statement 1 
make, notwithstanding the fact that 
‘my colleagues will challenge it, An 
indication of the popularity of the 
telephone service is the number of 
telephones per 100 inhabitants. In 
the United States there are between 
18 and 14 telephones per 100 inhabit- 
ante—a very high development, 
equalled by no other country in the 
world, Shanghai has between 3 and 
4 telephones per 100 inhabitants—a 
somewhat low development, but high

Japan as a whole, there are about 
Vs telephones per 100 inhabitants:

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MATCHING WITS WITH THE FORGER 


Director of Famous Banknote Printers in Shanghai: 
Special Hobby Made of Bridge 


Mr, B. C, Westall. managing director 
of the famous printing firmn of Thomas. 
De La Rue & Co. Ltd, arrived 
here “on the Conte Verde from 
London on Monday, Oct. 7. on 
‘a. business tour of the Far East. 
He is to. make a special study 
of the mentality of the Chinese people 
during his six weeks stay, as it Is 
by the knowledge of the characteristics 
‘and mental workings of a race that 
effective means of preventing forgeries 
of bank-notes ean be discovered. 

Shortly after his arrival here, he 
called on Dr. H. H. Kung, the Minister 
of Finance, and he expressed himself 
in an interview at the Cathay Hotel 
next day as being very impressed 
with his reception. Dr. Kung, he 
said, was a man who knew his ‘own’ 
‘mind, and appeared to be thoroughly 
conversant with affairs and  condi- 
ons. Mr. Weslall said that he also 
hoped to have the pleasure of meet- 
ing Mr. T. V. Soong, chairman of the 
Bank of China and of the National 
Economie Council, who had gained 
reat reputation in Europe. 

‘Mr. Westall Is considered one of 
the leading experts of the world in 
detecting forgery, although he modest- 
ly disclaimed this honour. A’ mem- 
ber of the Belgian association against

forgery—Le Contrefaisant—the lead. 
ing forgeries of the world are sub- 
mitted to him for inspection, and he 
{f generally able to name the forger 
responsible, Even where the forger 
of his work is not known, Mr. Westall 
Is able, by means of pecullarities in 
the ink, paper. and method of print~ 
ing, to tell where the forged bank- 
notes were made. As an instance of 
hhis skill, it may be mentioned that in 
Hongkong he was able definitely to 
show that a forged note on the Mer~ 
tantile Bank of India was the work 
‘of seven separate people, and to point 
to the characteristics of each: 


im the East 


‘The bulk of the world's forgeries, 
he Said. came {rom Russia and the| 
Far East. The forger was constantly 
striving to keep up with the latest 
developments in banknote making, 
fand the note printers were ever try- 
ing {0 Keep one step ahead of the 
forger. ‘The two main methods of 
combating the activities of the forger 
‘were, firstly, by the manufacture of 
paper with special and distinctive 
water-marks, and secondly by the 
depth of the engraving on the notes 
themselves. ‘The first was by far the| 
belter of the two, as it was practically 
impossible for the forger to manti- 
facture his own paper. 

Speaking of the firm he represents. 
he said that It was one of the oldest 
In the warld. Established in Limoges 
in 1805, it transferred its offiees to 
Guernsey, in the Channel Islands, 
during the Huguenot uprising, where 
it stayed until 1819, when young De 
La Rue, head of the firm at the age 
of 21, set up the firm of printers 
In London. 

‘The firm has established a repula- 
tion for successfully carrying out the 
most dificult work: When Queen 
‘Victoria ascended to the throne of 
England in 1887, “The Sun,” then a 
leading paper, was printed in actual 
old-leaf, the 110.000 copies being pro- 
duced by De La Rue & Co. Two 
copies af this extraordinary produc- 
tion are in the company's museum, 
fone being placed in it in 1837, and 
the other being bought by Mfr. Westal 
five or six years ago. “Another: 
difficult feat was the printing of an 
entire copy of the Bible for William 
TV in 1834, and this copy is now kept 
with the Crown Jewels.

Disabled Ship Towed Down 
from Tsingtao 


‘Taking advantage of the _good 
weather, the ss." Yochow, China 
Navigation ship, whose engines broke 
down on September 21 off Tsingtao, 
arrived at Woosung early on Thursday 
morning in tow of the ss, Ninghai, of 
the same company. The Ninghai towed 
the Yochow down here from Tsingtao, 
dropping her at Woosung, where two 
tugs of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter 
Co. brought her up to the New 
Engineering Docks, 

Early in the morning of September 
21, the Yochow, northbound, sustained 
a bad break in her engines, 35. miles 
south of Tsingtao, and was ‘adrift for 
five hours, Her radio distress signal 
was answered by the Yunnan, her 
sister ship, and the latter towed her| 
Into Tsingiao. ‘There were no casual- 
ties, nor was the Yochow damaged in 
‘any’ way except her engines, Afier 
arriving in Tsingtao, the Yunnan took 
over the Yochow's cargo. 

Tt had first been planned to take 
the Yochow in tow of the ss. Hoihow, 
due to arrive here on September 27, 
bbut because of the extremely bad 
weather at the time, the Holhow 
proceeded alone. The Yochow then 
had to wait for suitable ship to 
bring her down, the Ninghai being 
dispatched front’ here. At the first 
00d opportunity the passage was 
made, 

No difficulty was experienced in 
making the tip. The sea was good 
all the way, and the Ninghai had no 
| trouble in towing the disabled vessel, 
‘They arrived off Woosung shortly 
alter 6 o'clock on Thursday morning.

Mr. George Courtenay Purdue 


News has just reached Shanghai of! 
the death at the European Hospital 
in Nairobi, on September 11, from. 
enterie fever, of Mr. G. Purdue. 

Born in 1897 and edueated at 
Halleybury College, Mr. Purdue 
served in Palestine and Syria during 
the Great War, and rose to the rank 
‘of Captain in command of a technical 
‘company. He arrived in Shanghai in 
April, 1922, 10 join the Asiatic Petro- 
Yeum"*Co,;"after a period of rubber 
planting in Malaya. In September, 
1924, he secured a post in the Secre- 
tarist of the Shanghai Municipal 
Couneil, which he occupied for six 
years. However, office life held no 
reat. attractions for him and on 
September 14, 1930, he resigned trom 
the Municipal service in order to 
lake up maize and coffee farming in 
Kenya Colony. A great lover. of 
animals and the open air, many of 

{telends thought it a happy move. 
He purchased a farm in the trans- 
Neola district and maintained it suc- 
‘cessfully, in spite of the severe de- 
pression’ in that part of Africa. 

‘While in Shanghai, Mr. Purdue’ 
bred notable Airedale " terriers, 
which took prizes in the Dog Show. 
A friendly but unostentatious mem 
ver of the Shanghai Paper Hunt 
Club and the Shanghai Race Club, 
his finest mount, Cavur de Leon, one! 
‘of the best sub-grif ins ever to come 
to Shanghal, was_a very popular 
winner of races. ‘These Included the 
‘Sub-Griffins Derby and the Sub-Grif- 
fins Champions in the spring of 1925, 
and the owner himself rode him 10 
capture the coveled Jockey Cup in. 
May, 1925. 

Tneldentally, Mr. Purdue used to 
get a lot of quiet fun out of the 
name of his pony.

only. natural that his many friends 
should seck to “pull his leg” over:

history. Mr. Purdue would smile 
‘and, In his quiet way, would say. 
that it was not his ‘history that was: 
a fault, but that of some official in 
the Race Club offices, though he ad-

pallingly bad that he was surprised 
the person who registered his pony’s| 
name got all the letters but one cor-| 
rect.

‘The report and the statement of 
accounts have been in your hands for 
some days and I shall, with your ap- 
roval, take them as read. 

‘Of the various industries affected 
Jey the general trade depression during 
the period under review, the textile 
industry was possibly the hardest hit, 
Jas the prices for the raw material con= 
tinued’ to rule comparatively higher 
than those for the finished products. 
Chinese cotton remained at a high 
Tevel in spite of a big crop, owing to 
reduced “American cotton production 
‘and the inerease in import duty on 
foreign staple imposed by the Chinese 
Government. 

‘Moreover, persistent rumours of a 
possible inflation or devaluation of 
Tocal currency, consequent upon the 
heavy drain of silver from this coun- 
try, actuated many Chinese banks 
to invest their funds in commodities, 
especially cotton and yarn, Their 
activities, while temporarily maintain- 
ing the price of yarn, tended to with- 
hold cotton from the market, thereby 
creating a tight spot situation. How. 
fever, the appreciation in the value of 
Yocal currency resulting from the 
steady rise in the price of the white 
‘metal made it possible for the mills 
to buy Indian cotton to replace the 
high priced Chinese coarse cotton, the 
searelty of which was increasingly 
felt as the season advanced, and this 
gave the spinning industry’ a timel 
‘and weleome relief. 

"At a later period, the prices for 
yarns declined owing to poor demand, 
‘as a result of the stringency of the 
‘money market and the consequent 
failure of a number of native banks 
throughout the country. ‘The political 
Instability, the communist activities 
in Szechuen and other provinces, and 
the unrest in the North, were other 
rilitating factors. This state of affdirs 
foreed some of the Chinese mills to 
Jeurtall production and even suspend 
‘operations late in the summer, which 
fact, coupled with some seasonal de- 
mand at low levels, resulted in a 
{gradual reduction of the heavy stocks 
of yarns which were weighing heavily 
on the market. 

‘The future need not be viewed with 
undue pessimism. With a good crop 
fand reduced consumption, cotton 
Prices have declined considerably, 
While on account of low stocks and 
‘curtailed production, yarn prices have 
Femained steady. As the general 
[Anancial situation is not such as to 
[warrant resumption of full operations 
‘by mills which have closed down, the 
feurlailment of production is likely to 
continue for some time. This will 
tend to make supplies in keeping with 
the demand and thus enable the mills

BRITISH CHINA LOAN 
RUMOUR * DERIDED 


London, Oct, 11.

‘make any such proposal. 

‘Great Britain 1s still bound by the 
Consortium not to lend money to 
China Independently of the other 
Powers concerned. Moreover, a loan 
would be impossible except by public 
subscription, and it is known that no 
bank has yet been consulted on the 
subject. 

‘Circles interested in China, inter 
viewed, attribute the rumours to a 
powerful group of Chinese specu- 
Intors, whose activities are causing a 
very" unfavourable impression in 
London, 

“The joint committee of bond-holders 
of the Marconi and Viekers loans has 
Sent a circular to holders concerning 
recent efforts to obtain satisfaction in 
China, affirming that negotiations with 
Dr. H, H. Kung, Chinese Minister of 
Finance, have been interrupted by the 
nancial crisis in Shanghai, but have 
not been terminated.

Winding-Up Application 

‘An application for the winding-up 
of the Associated Investment, Lid. a 
Jeompany incorporated under the| 
Hongkong Companies Ordinance, was 
granted by Judge A. G. Mossop, in 
HM. Supreme Court, on Monday, 
ct. 7. The petitioning company was 
represented by Mr. Ranald McDonald. 

‘The petition asked that the com- 
pany, by reason of its debis and its 
Inability to discharge its llabilities, 
should. be wound up. A special 
resolution that the company be wound 
up was passed unanimously at an 
fextraordinary general meeting of 
[Shareholders held on August 29, 
1035. 

"The Associated Investment, Lid, 
which was incorporated on February 
8, 1094, with a nominal capital of 
$50,000 ‘divided into 1,000 ordinary 
shares of $50 each, carried on busi 
ness as brokers in bonds, obligations, 
Jsecurities, debentures, and debenture 
[stock, Belgium going off the gold 
standard in April of this year was 
‘mentioned as one reason for the sub- 
Jecquent failure of the company, 
‘Which at that time was interested in 
‘ertain Belgian bonds. ‘The value 
of the bonds held, following Belgium's. 
move, dropped per bond from $66 
to $40. 

‘The petition of the company was 
supported by affidavits sworn by 
‘Mr, J, E. Judah, managing director 
‘and acting secretary, and by counsel

H. M. POLICE COURT 


Ingyest on Mr. N. Widler 

At the close of the inquest 
on Mr. Ned  (Nsoum) Widler in 
HM. Police Court, on Monday, 
Oct. 7, the Coroner, Mr, C,H. 
Haines, said he now had full detail 
of the symptoms from which Mr. 
Widler was suffering and he would 
give his finding on Friday. 

“This is an extraordinarily com: 
plicated case,” the Coroner said, “and 
T want to make some further inquiries 
before 1 make my decision. ‘The 
suggestion of Dr. Rosenzweig, who| 
treated Mr. Widler, is that he was 
suffering from poison fumes, but, 
‘owing to the fact that the body was 
Embalmed before the post-mortem 
‘examination was made, no trace of 
poison can be found.” 

"At a previous hearing, Dr. S. R. 
‘Squires, "who conducted the post- 
mortem examination on the bod; 
Slated that there was enough ¢ 
dence to account for death from 
‘natural causes, but he could not be 
sure thet no poison was present, as 
it might have been destroyed by the 
embalming fluid. 

‘Mr. Elly Widler, a brother of the! 
deceased, sald:—"About 7.30 pm. on 
Saturday night, September 21, I re- 
‘celved a telephone call from the lan‘ 
Tord of the house where my brother 
was staying. I got into my car and 
went there and I found my brother 
‘was lying down on his bed. He was 
yelling. You could hear it three 
fights of steps down, He sald to 
me:—'My legs and arms are harden 
ing up, 1 think I am dying: call a 
doctor.’ I telephoned the General 
[Hospital for an ambulance. They told 
me they did not have one, They| 
Zave me a telephone number and T 

the Fire Brigade. 1 told the 
Fire Brigade where to come and they 
took my brother to. hospital.” 

‘Mr. Widler sald that his brother 
told him he had inhaled polson-gas 
twiee. 

"The Coroner—Did he say what kind 
of fumes he had inhaled?—No, 

‘Continuing, Mr. Widler said 
id not go down to the hospital. I 
was trying to get a doctor in the 
meantime. I went to the hospital at 
about 9 pm. I saw my brother 
Tooking very white and in a dying 

T asked Dr, Chambers to 
atiend to him. He told me he was 
only’ there to give first al 
he had done. He could not 'do any 
more. 

“The nurses took up some time 
arranging the question of payment, 
Te seemed to me that the payment 
was primary and the man's life was 
2 secondary consideration at the 
hospital.” 

Mr. Widler said he then telephoned 
Dr. Rosenzweig, and told his brother 
to tell Dr. Rosenzweig exaclly what 
[had happened. 

"The Coroner—What did he say? 
Did you hear?—I heard him tell the 
doctor that he had inhaled certain 
polson-gases. He mentioned chemi- 
cals. I did hear “cyanide” and I did 
hear “permanganate”. 

Dr. Rosenzweig, Mr. Widler said 
gave his brother an injection which 
‘caused him to scratch himself wildly. 
Hig brother was constantly asking for 
railk, which was given to him. Later, 
the doctor gave him a second injec« 
tion and he became quieter and his 
colour came back: 

‘The Corcner—Did your brother say 
how he inhaled these fumes?—He aid 

Have you reason to believe he 
would do it deliberately?—I do not 
think so. 

‘Det.-Serg. S. D. F, Watson said that 
‘on the afternoon of September 28 he 
went to the Polyfoto Studio, where 
the deceased worked, and found six- 
teen bottles of chemicals. He was 
‘unable to learn whether the deceased 
had gone to the studio that morning, 
but he had reason to believe Mr. 
Widler had been experimenting with 
photography. ‘The room Mr. Widler 
‘worked in was a bathroom, and when 
the door was closed there was no 
free ventilation. No chemicals were 
found in the house where the de- 
‘ceated lived. 

‘Dr. I. Rosenzweig, a medical practi- 
tioner, who attended the late Mr. 
‘Ned (Naoum) Widler, at the General 
Hospital, a few hours 
Iatter expired on September 22. was: 
severely reprimanded by the Coroner, 
Mr. C. H. Haines, in HM. Police 
Court, on Friday afternoon, when the 
Inquest was closed. 

‘The finding of the Coroner was that 
‘Mz. Widler died at the General Hos- 
pital on September 22 of some acute 
Bitection, the cause of whlch st was 
Impossible to determine, as all traces 
cof possible poison were destroyed by 
the: process of embalming. 

"The Coroner said that Dr. Rosen

‘that it wag the duty of the hospital au 
thorities to inform the police, w 
the Coroner said, “merely a childi 
act on the part of Dr. Rosenzwelg to 
lace the responsibility on to same+ 
ne else's shoulders.” 

“AL the time the body was removed 
from the hospital,” the Coroner, con- 
tinued, “the only’ person who new 
that death was suspicious was Dr. 
Rosenzweig himself, I am satisfied, 
from the evidence of Dr. Chambers 
this afternoon, that it is the respon- 
sibility of the doctor attending. the 
patient to notify the police, and Dr. 
Rosenzweig Is entirely wrong in stat. 
ing that it was not his duty.” 

In conclusion, the Coroner said 
that, although he did not think any 
blame was attached to the under- 
takers, he could not stress too strong 
ly. the dangers of embalming a body 
where there was the slightest cuspl- 
‘fon as to the cause of death. 

Before the Coroner gave his find 
ing, Dr. G. Chambers, of the Shanghai 
[General Hospital, who attendet the 
deceased before Dr. Rosenzweig ar- 
fived ‘was recalled to lve further 
evidence. 

‘The Coroner first briefly ran 
through the evidence given by Mr. 
Elly Widler, a brother of the de- 
‘ceased, at a previous hearing. Hi 
feoncluded by saying:—"There is 
istinet suggestion that the deceased 
was not properly attended to, Now, 
what exactly did happen?

‘weeks in tracing criminals. 

‘The accused confessed his part in’ 
the robbery, but denicd that he fired 
any of the ‘shots that kilied the two 
postal employees. ‘The srcused said 
he lived in a Chapel temple when he 
‘was in Shanghai and that he had one 
previous conviction, 

After being delayed for some time 
fo enable the police to trace 
the “ringleaders, “the trial was. 
‘opened in the First Special Dis- 
‘ict Court on Tuesday, Oct. 8, 
of six Chinese, three men and thre 
women, charged with being members 
of the gang responsible. 

‘Outlining the police investigations 
fin the case, Mr. T. S. Lea, Assistant 
Municipal ' Advocate,” prosecuting, 
stated that, following the arrest of 
three persons on board a river boat 
on September 20 and the recovery 
of a part of the leot, detectives were 
sent to Funing in north Kiangsu to 
trace three others implicated as the 
ringleaders of the gang responsible. 

With the assistance of the Funing 
volunteers, Mr. Lea said, the detec- 
tives arrested one of the trlo wanted, 
namely, the Buddhist priest, but 
when they raided the house of Liu 
Siao Sze-ise, the second man wanted, 
the latter ‘offered resistance and 
managed to escape after being fired 
on by the volunteers. This man had 
been implicated as the one who did 
the shooting which caused the death 
ofa guard and coolle of the Post 
Omce and the wounding of another 
guard.

One ‘of the women prisoners also 
implicated constable of the Public 
Safety Bureau stationed in the Gen- 
eral Post Office who, she alleged. had 
flso attended. ‘the’ meetings, This 
Woman also said he got $3000, of 
‘which $1,000 were deposited by ‘her 
Jn a local Chinese bank. Both Liu 
SSiao Sze-tse andthe priest fled to 
Funing after the Post OMce robbery 
Jand they also told her to flee, the 
Woman accused sald. ‘The Judge re-

Zau Kwan-fu and Trang Siao Szo- 
tse, now serving prison terms for 
being concerned in the murder, 
insisted that the accused hired them 
to commit the murder. ‘The accused, 
they alleged, promiced to exercise 
hhis influence to get them out of 
prison, However, they had been 
fooled, as their appeals had been dis 
missed by both the local High Court 
and the Supreme Court and they had 
now to serve their terms,

heavily guarded by detectives and 
uniformed men, as there had been 
rumours of underworld plots and the 
accused was said to have under his 
command thousands of men In the 
‘ity.

the best manner calculated to whilk 
away the passing hour from mid- 
night to four in the morning. Your 
Russian is a gregarious person. He 
‘and she likes company, music and 
dancing, and though the exchequer 
may be running low, funds can 
every now and again be scraped 
together to have a night's enjoy 
ment in the various cabarets which 
‘even in these times of growing de- 
pression still manage to carry on. 

‘There are not so many of them, 
and, perhaps, they have not the 
magnificence they had twelve years, 
‘ago, but they manage to attract a 
considerable amount of support| 
which attains its maximum on 
Saturday night when most places 
fare filled to overftowing. ‘The 
spacious days when the Palermo 
was at its zenith have gone, the 
days of boxes and floods of 
champagne have followed suit, and 
‘though in some of the present-day. 
places there are boxes, it is rarely 
‘that they are occupied, and even 
ess occasionally is the familiar pop 
of a bottle of “fizz” being opened 
to be heard in the halls of 
‘Terpsichore.

In this connection there is at 
‘amusing sidelight to be found in the 
American Bar, not the cheery place 
which the late Mr.  Unterberger| 
used to run, but something along 
the same lines and almost as at- 
tractive.

He was a restaurateur of 
no little ability, and with his quaint 
personality and his obvious deter- 
mination to see that his customers 
‘were pleased with what he cou'd do

which to dine. But it was a trifle 
jearly, and when the party reached 
the place it was the first baich of| 
customers to enter. 

Tt was met by the manager whose. 
face lighted up at the entrance of 
what appeared to be a bit of good 
business. ‘The party seated, and the 
task of selecting the menu was 
entered upon when the first snag 
Jot the evening was encountered. 
‘One of the women entirely unin- 
teresied in what was going te be: 
served to eat, commenced looking’ 
round, and discovered that the place 
‘was empty. 








Philosophers and others who have 
Gone into the matter deeply, have 
discovered that if a woman is 
specially dressed for the evening, a 
place where there is no one to 
admire what she has put on is a 
dull spot, unattractive, indeed. 
Imost repellent. Consequently a 
desire was expressed to go elsewhere.

It was a matter of considerable 
satisfaction to the writer that a 
motor car was not immediately 
available, and no little distance had 
to be walked until one could be 
picked up. Thin dancing choes 
do not like walking over cobbled 
roads, and their occupants like it 
still less, and there was a distinct 
coldness in the atmosphere by the 
time the party reached the Aineri- 
can Bar. 

No possible good will be achieved 
by endeavouring to describe the 
food that was served. To say that 
it was excellent is to give it but 
faint praise. The names of the 
various dishes are absolutely un- 
known to the writer, and if he did

shasalik, or the inevitable Kievske 
Cotelette, none of the usual dishes 
which are served to the stranger 
within the gate, but that was prob- 
ably because the man who was 
ordering had a somewhat larger 
vocabulary than the writer.

Progress in national financial re- 
construction is a gradual and or- 
dinarily unspectacular process, which 
may easily be obscured by adverse 
events. When T assumed office in 
October, 1993, just about two years: 
‘ago, the campaign against the Com- 
‘munist-bandits in Kiangsi Province 
was in full swing and the Yellow 
River was in flood. The seizure of 
the Northeastern Provinces had de- 
prived China of large sources of 
trade and revenue, the Shanghai 
cident had brought near chaos to 
Government finance, and the dis- 
astrous effects of these events had 
continued. In the winter of 1933 
came the Fukien Rebellion. Although 
this upheaval was quickly suppressed 
before it had developed into larger 
dimensions, “the Communist-bandit 
‘menace in Kiangsi and lesser military 
uprisings elsewhere continued to 
strain the energy and financial re- 
sources of the Government. When 
finally the pressure from | Kiangs! 
was considerably relieved, thanks to 
General Chiang Kai-shek's persistent 
efforts on that front, the Government 
‘was confronted with Communist. in- 
roads into Szechuen Province. Before 
the country had fully recuperated 
from ‘the disastrous effects “of the 
Yangtze River flood in 1931 and the 
‘Yellow River flood in 1933, came the 
drought in the central provinces in 
1994 and this year's severe floods of 
both the Yangtze River and the 
Yellow River, causing tremendous 
losses in life ‘and property. further 
impairing trade, and entailing large 
Government outlay for the purposes 
of relief and rehabilitation.

FINANCIAL RECONSTRUCTION. IN CHINA 


Comprehensive Review of Recent Developments in| 
Process of Consolidating Government Control

modity prices, the drain of silver 
from the hinterland into Shanghai 
‘and thence abroad, periods of fight 
of capital from China, the unusual 
rise of interest rate, and other poll- 
‘ical factors, have brought trade and 
industry almost to a standstill and 
‘driven the rural population, the back-| 
bone of the nation’s economie life, to 
the verge of bankruptey. Particularly 
since the summer of 1934, an acute 
‘monetary situation of near-panie pro- 
portions, throughout the country at 
large and Shanghai in particular, has 
arisen out of the rise of the valtie of 
China's monetary -unit out of line 
with the general level of commodity 
prices, which has involved severe de- 
fationary effects on China's economy. 
‘These conditions have been. shaking| 
the foundation of the country's 
financial structure, entailing serlous| 
hardships to the people and to the 
Government. Considering this com- 
ination of misfortunes, it is surpris- 
ing that even worse financial ills 
have not remulted, 
Consolidated Finances 


Despite these manifold and unusual 
difMculties, the Government has made 
steady progress in financial develop. 
‘ment, as it steadfastly bent its efforts| 
toward the establishment of sound| 
and stable finances. “In my report| 
for the 2ist and 32nd fseal years 
submitted to the Central. Poiltical 
‘Council of the Executive Committee 
of the Kuomintang last year, this 
development was surveyed, and sinee 
then further progress has ‘occurred, 

‘Through repeated successes. in 
‘arms, the National authority has been| 
enabled steadily and impressively. t0| 
extend in area and control, and’ the| 
unification of ‘national.’ finances, 
though not completely reatized, has| 
been carried into effect to a far 
greater degree than in any previous 
period. Compared with the state of 
fafuirs following the fall of Peiping, 
in the summer of 1928, when only 
two and a half provinces were under| 
the actual financial control of  the| 
Central Government, the present con- 
dition shows marked improvement. 


Income and Expenses Increase 

The total of the expenditure in 
cluded in the budget of the Central 
Government has been steadily. in- 
creasing in cecent years, indicating 
both the widening needs of the State 
and the Government's - increasing 
control of the country. But the in- 
come derived from current revenues 
hhas also shown notable growth, This 
improvement in revenue recelpis has 
‘been made possible through develop- 
‘ment of revenue sources, various re- 
forms in administrative machinery, 
and centralization of fiscal control, 
despite the fact that general economic’ 
conditions in the country have been 
such as to operate against progress. 
Unforfinately, the large sums re- 
guired for meeting military expendi- 
ture and debt service have forced 
the Government to resort again to 
borrowing to meet current expendi- 
ture, although for over a year and a. 
half’ ending with the full of 1993 the 
Government was able to dispense 
with issuing new bonds for general 
Durposes. In the other hand, against 
the amount of the deficit incurred in 
recent fiscal years, an almost equal 
‘amount of old indebtedness has been 
liquidated and thus set off every 
year. Moreover, a considerable 
amount of money has gone into 
capital expenditure, either in Gov- 
ecnment enterprise or for recon- 
struction purposes, which may be 
expected to result in increasing yield| 
of revenues to the Government and 
‘and material benefit to the people. 

Efforts are ‘being made’ to. cut! 
down military expenditure progres- 
sively. With very real progress made| 
in the lquidation of the Commanist- 
bandit menace, and provided no new | 
difficulties occur. it is earnestly hoped 
that considerable reduction may’ be| 
‘effected before long. thus enabling 
funds to be turned to more produe- 
tive channels, 


Reconstruction Funds 
‘Along with the reduction of esti- 
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Jauct of financial affeirs and bears 
gratifying evidence to the painstaking 
and persistent efforts that have been 
made towards systematizing and 
unifying the methods of Government 
accounting throughout the country 
during the last few years. 

It the National Budget estimates 
could be strictly realized during the 
present seal year, a remarkable 
improvement wauld’ be achieved in 
the financial position of the Govern- 
ment. Unfortunately, ‘the achieve- 
‘ment of this does not lie alone in 
the power of the Minster of Finance. 
Whatever detours China may have 
to make on the way toward budget- 
ary balance, she will have to follow 
methods of financial centralization 
and progress similar to those other 
Governments have had to adopt in 
Jseeking the same goal, 

‘Tarltt Reforms 


In its tariff policy the Government 
has maintained an open mind on 
questions of rates while endeavouring 
both to obtain increased revenue and 
to assist in the development of native 
industry, Following the general re- 
vision of the import tari in May, 
1933, certain adjustments have been 
made. In order to protect home 
agriculture, the Government enforced 
as from December 16, 1993, the levy 
of Import duty on tice and paddy, 
wheat and other cereals, and in- 
ereased the duty on wheat flour, In 
the beginning of 1934, Kerusene and 
gasoline were selected for increased 
levy of import duty, which, it was 
believed, would not impose any 
hardship on the people, In June, 
1934, the export tariff was revis 
with the duty rates generally reduced 
in view of the depression in the ¢3 
port trade, Tn the following month 
the import tariff also underwent re- 
vision “when lower rates were in- 
troduced for certain categories of 
goods and higher rates for others, A. 
evised export tarif? was promulgated 
‘by the National Government in June 
‘this year but the date for its enforct 
meni has not been decided yet. Of 
the total of 270 items in the tarif, 
no less than 188 are either reduced 
or exempted entirely from duty, 
notwithstanding loss of revenue, as a 
measure to assist domestic Industry 
and relieve the acute economic depre- 
sion. At the same time, the Govern- 
ment plans to abolish the interport 
‘duty, which is now the only Customs 
‘duty’ on internal trade. 

‘The collection of Import duties on 
a gold basis, by means of the system 
fof the Customs Gold Unit, has pro- 
Jduced gratifying results, it has en- 
abled the Government to maintain 
the service of its foreign and 
domestic obligations at a time when

Customs Service Improved 


‘The high tariff rates have naturally 
proved a strong incentive to smug- 
fling. In order to combat this evil, 
a Preventive Department of the 
Customs has been inaugurated and 
is being developed on well-organized 
ines, ‘Several ships have been c 
structed and the fleet now includ 
considerable number of larger ships, 
Jounehes and auxiliary, ete. In addl- 
tion, Customs guards have been 
intcoduced; a Preventive Law has 
been promulgated; and rules and reg- 
ulations have been formulated to 
control shipping, aireraft, and the 
land frontiers. ‘The success of the 
Preventive Service is reflected inthe 
recent increase of importation through 
}the Customs of many kind of goods 
which formerly had been smuggled. 
Further success, however, is largely. 
‘dependent upon the cooperation of 
the foreign Powers in the effective 
‘enforcement of preventive measures 
Jn territories under their control that 
are near or adjacent to Chinese ports 
or borders. 

‘A combination of factors has been 
responsible for the decline of the 
‘Customs revenue since the record 
sar of 1081. Among them were & 
large fall in the value of imports, 
seizure of the Manchurian Customs 
Tevemie, and general trade depres- 
sion. While the depression has tend- 
ed to reduce the yield, fortunately 
during the present calendar year the 
total receipts to date have been kept 
up to the figures for the correspond- 
ing periods in 1934 and 1933. 


Salt Revenue Reforms 


Rehabilitation and improvement in 
the salt revenue administration have 























‘mated military expenditure, the eur 
rent Budget also envisages a material 
increase in civil and reconstruction 
expenses. Special mention may be 
made of the fact that considerable: 
Increase in educational appropria- 
tions has been provided for. Com. 
pared with 1939-1934, the estimated 
finerease in this item’ will be almost| 
$24 million, 

‘So far as the preparation of the 
National Budget is concerned, the 
‘current Budget represents something 
of @ record. For the first time in| 
the history of budget-making in| 
China, the Budget for the .current} 





year has been made available actual 
ly before the year's opening. This 
‘a distinct improvement in the con- 
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continued. “Reforms have been car 
Fied out aiming at the development 
of revenue through the consolidation 
‘of administrative machinery, the in- 
crease of efficiency, the training of 
personnel, the adjustment of rates on 
‘a more equitable basis, the simplif- 
cation of the tax system, the con- 
struction of salt depots and. ware- 
hhouses, and ‘the Improvement. of 
preventive services. "These efforts 
have been rewarded with a very 
considerable growth ot net revenue 
in recent years, particulerly in those 
istriets where’ these policies of re 
form have been introduced, 
Salt Loans Adjusted 
The solt loan quota system ini- 
trodueed in 1928 has produced satle- 
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factory results. Since its enforce, 
ment, the service of salt-secured| 
Toans has been fully and regularly| 
met. Loan quotas have been received 
with commendable regularity from| 
all parts of the country, excepting| 
the Northeastern Provinces where] 
the whole revenue has been seized| 
sinee the early part of 1932. ‘The! 
salt revenue contribution for the| 
service of the Hukuang loan has| 
been maintained at a figure larger| 
than required under the loan agree 
ment, so that payment of one full 
{interest coupon is annually provided 
out of the salt revenue. In October, 
1934, payments of all arrears due to| 
holders of bonds of the Anglo-French 
Loan of 1008 was completed. This 
‘made it possible for the Government, 
to turn to. payment of arrears of| 
principal of the Crisp Loan’ of 1912, 
In December, 1934, the 1928 principal 
instalment of the Crisp Loan was: 
paid, and in January this year, the 
Government announced a programme| 
of paying annually two Instalments| 
of the Crisp Loan’ instead of one, 
in order that arrears of  principal| 
may be entirely cleared up by 1940. 
‘Thus, in spite of unfavourable con- 
ditions, ‘the programme of 1929 for| 
rehabilitation. of loans secured on| 
salt revenue has been substantially} 
carried out. Consequently the ere-| 
dit of these bonds. in the world! 
market has considerably improved. 


Growth of Internal Revenui 


Similarly, the internal revenue 
administration js constantly being de-| 
veloped and improved. Steps have| 
been taken from time to time ai 
conditions permitted to extend the

system and to adjust the rates in| 
‘such a way as to increase revenue 
without unduly burdening business, 
on the well-being of which revenue

Measures have been taken to 
bring the administration of the wine| 
and tobacco taxes more closely into] 
ine with the system that has proved.

Consollation of ‘Taxation

ture. ‘To-day, China possesse 

from provincial and local taxation,| 
fa simple unifled and relatively logi- 
eal system of national | taxation. 
Compared with the -multitudinous| 
tax offices of the past, the adminis~ 
‘tration of all national’ taxes is now! 
consolidated into only three adminis 
trations—Customs, Salt and Internal 
Revenue. 


‘The enforcement of measures aim~ 
ing at the elimination of leakage in 
tho collection of taxes and the re- 
duction of smuggling to a minimum 
has not been an easy task. Among’ 
the chief dimculties has been the 
force of inertia which comes, from| 
‘the public's being accustomed to the 
old, ‘ways. Moreover, it takes time| 
to build up an administrative or-| 
Ranization which knows its job and 
Yet does not "squeeze." Unfortun-| 
ftely, another impediment to re~ 
form has been foreign complications 
fone of which is the extra-territori 

status of foreign Concessions | and 
Settlements. Tt is gratifying how- 
ever that increasing cooperation has| 
‘been forthcoming from the Settle 
ment authorities. 























Financial Conference 


In the field of local finances, 
efforts have been made to. bring| 
them into closer harmony with the| 
national policies, with the view to] 
Fedueing the burden of local taxa~| 
tion on the peopte and rationalizing’ 
the system of provincial and district 
Ghaien) ances. In recognition of 
the face that the satisfactory develop- 
ment of the fiscal system of the| 
country involves a consideration of| 
‘the logal as well ac of the national 
revenues in relation to governmental 
needs, the Second Nationa! Finan- 
lal Conference, comprising repre-| 
sentatives of the national and pro-| 
vinelal authorities, was convened at 
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Nanking during May last year. The 
Conference dealt with the relation 
‘between national, provincial and 
district finances, ‘and in particular| 
with the reform of local taxation in| 
‘order to alleviate the burdens of the 
}people and to free internal trade 
from. burdensome and excessive] 
levies. 
Local Levies Regulated 

Signifteant decisions were reached 
at the Conference, pre-eminent among 
Which were: reduction of farm taxes 
and reform of the land administra~ 
ton; abolition of exhorbitant taxes 
and” levi 
tax; reduction of provincial and dis- 
trict expenditures to facilitate stabi- 
zation of budgets; setting aside part

‘At a time when other countries 
have been depreciating fheir monetary 
units in order to check deflation and 
bring about recovery, China, whose 
currency is on a metallic basis, has 
seen the value of its monetary” unit 
steadily appreciate. This tends to 
throttle foreign trade. China's exports 
cannot well compete in wotld markets 
if it takes steadily inereasing amounts 
‘of foreign currency to buy, Chinese 
dollars. “If the Chinese exporter is 10 
retain his markets, it must be by 
marking down prices, thereby com- 
municating the evils of deflation to 
producers throughout the country. 
Furthermore, a very Jarge part of 
(China's exports is pald for by remi 
tances from overseas Chinese. ‘The 
rising value of the Chinese dollar 
tends to reduce the amount of such 
remittances. 


Effect of Deflation 

Tt has become a truism that foreign 
trade is two-sided. It is clear that 
measures tending to curtail exports 
from China and remittances from 
‘abroad must in the Jong run tend to 
reduce its imports. But the con 
sequences most serious to China are 
not so much in its foreign trade as in 
the deflation which has been sipping 
the country's economic life. 

In my report for the 2ist and 22nd 
fiscal years, an account was given of 
the developments culminating in the 
adoption, on October 14, 1934, of the 
export duty and equalization’ charge 
fon silver.

Szechuen Finances Reformed 


‘As an indication of the efforts of 
the Central Government in helping 
to reform the financial structure of}, 


the provinces, the case of Szechuen 
may be cited. For some time, this| 
western province, the largest’ and 
perhaps potentially the richest in 
the country, has been considered as 
an almost independent region beyond | 
the reach of the national authority. 
With the recent unification of mi 
tary control in that province under 
the Central Government, the latter 
has taken steps to give the province 
a financial “new deal” by helping t0| 
unify its currency and bring order 
out of its financial chaos. Provisions’ 
have been made to redeem the out~ 
standing provincial bonds and paper, 
money which were issued by the 
former military regimes and which| 
had considerably depreciated. Meas- 
ures have also been adopted to 
unify its currency by making the! 
Central “Bank notes henceforth the| 
Tegal ‘medium of exchange in that 
province, Aside from enabling the| 
province to avert complete financial 
@isorganization, these measures of 
the Central Government looking to- 
ward the stabilization of the finan. 
cial order will, from the economic 
point of view, serve as a great im- 
pettus in developing industries in 
China's vast southwest. 

Vis-a-vis the financial and cur- 
rency situation created by the ad- 
verse effects of the world-wide 
economic depression and the rise of 
silver price abroad, the Government | 
has striven to adopt practical meas- 
ures to afford relief to the business 
‘community and the money market. 








‘The Silver Question 


It is obvious that China's present 
economic difculties have been and 
fare Eecoming more acute, although| 
for most other countries the bottom 
appears to have been reached t-vo| 
or three years ago.

Silver is 
silver, and rising value abroad may 
be expected to tend to increase its 
value in China even though exporta- 
tion is prohibited, particular! 
smuggling cannot be wholly prevent- 
ed. Furthermore, heavy expotts of 
silver have seriously contracted cur- 
reney and credit in China, which 
‘makes for higher excnange and lower 
prices. 


Export Restriction Benefits 

‘On the whole, adoption of the ex- 
port restrictions has been beneficial, 
first, by checking the further drain of 
silver, and, second, by preventing ex- 
change from rising pari passu with 
the rising value of silver abroad. 
Without this measure, the silver 
reserves. essential to supporting a 
‘sound monetary system would soon 
hhave been drained away and China's 
leurrency forced off its metallic basis. 

‘The continued rise of the silver 
price, however, has created a con- 
siderable spread between the value in 
China and abroad of the silver con- 
tent of the Chinese dollar and hes ac- 
cordingly placed a premium on the 
export of silver from China, It is 
‘obvious that there ig a strong tempta- 
tion to smuggle as long as there is a 
net premium on evading the e<port 
restrictions, and it is dimcult to 
‘combat smuggling, particularly in view 
‘of China's extensive borders. 

‘Accompanying the drain of silver 
and contraction of the currency, 
money has become extremely tight 
fand financing difficult. ‘The unusually 
thgh rate of interest charged by banks 
has made it practically impossible to 
borrow at any rate regardless of 
security. The tightness of money has 
checked reconstruction activities and 
interfered with normal financing of 
{the Government's needs. . > 

Deterioration is further reflected 
In the decline of stocks and bonds. 
Moreover, the shrinkage in real estate 
value has caused the failure of both 
Chinese and foreign concerns and 
seriously impairs the strength of 
others. Business failures and un~ 
employment are acute and wide- 
spread. 

‘The situation has been most ezitical 
during the past nine or ten months. 
Wholesale Snancial collapse has been 
prevented only by action of the Gov- 
jernment in organizing support through 
‘co-operation of banks, especially the 
Central Bank, the Bank of China and 
{the Bank of Communications. 


Controt Centralized 

For the purpose of strengthening 
the control of the Government over 
the banking structure of the ‘nation, 
so. as to be in a better positicn to 
cope with the impending  friancial 
crisis the capital of the Central Bank 
‘was in March this year considerably 
increased while the Government's 
share in the capital of the Bank of 
China and the Bank of Commimica- 
tions was also augmented, thus bring- 
Ving these two leading banks into a 
community of interest with | the 
[Central Bank. Although these three 
leading banks still function as serarate 
institutions, they act with a unified 
front to mest emergencies, This gen- 
trallzation of Gnancial power has €on- 
‘siderably strengthened the position of 
the Central Bank in the money 























market, which has proved to be a 
veritable tower of support to the Gov- 
‘ernment and thus been enabled to 
render invaluable help in assisting to 
tide over the crisis. Also the Foreign 
banks at Shanghai have lent gratifying 
co-operation during the past few 
months. 


Relleving Money Market, 


As a measure to relieve the tighiness 
of the money market and to. assist 
deserving business, industrial and 
banking institutions in tiding over 
temporary difficulties, arrangements 
have been made to extend loans 
through the three leading banks,—the 





the Bank of ‘Communications—which 
jin turn has been made possible by 
Ministry of Finance setting aside $25 
million of Treasury Notes for that 
purpose. This measure has proved to 
be of immense help in a number of 
Instances, and together with other 
timely action taken by the Miaistry 
of Finance, it has prevented a col- 
lapse which would have seriously af- 
fected the financial stability of the 
lentire community. 


The Government has thus done its 
best to stabilize the financial market 
fand maintain public confidence. From 
time to time, rumour-managers, taking. 
advantage of the public's credulity, 
have tried to disturb the market for 
selfish gains. It is most regrettable 
‘that unscrupulous. elements should 
[spread such rumours, and experience 
has repeatedly shown that the public 
should place ‘no confidence in ‘them. 





Central Bank Development 

‘Mention has been made of the lead- 
ing part which the Central Bank has 
taken in supporting the economic 
structure of the country under present, 
}dimeult conditions. Since the im- 
position of the Axible duty on export, 
fof silver, the Bank has rendered 
particularly valuable services to. the 
[business community by operating to 
reduce fluctuation in’ the unsettled 
fexchange market. The Bank is also 
Jaiding in the rehabilitation 2f the 
Jareas recovered from the Communist- 
bandits in different provinces. It has 
continued to grow rapidly and im- 
pressively and has afforded valuable 
facilities to the Government both at 
home and abroad, Altiiough as yet 
the Bank docs not perform some of 
the important functions devolving 
upon central banks in many foreign 
Jcountries, the progress achieved dur- 
Jing the seven years since its establish 
ment gives ground for confidenes that 
the time is not unduly remote when it 
will perform these function 








Currency Reorganizattor 

Similarly, the Central Mint has been 
rendering valuable services. Con 
version of sycee into dollars and coin 
‘bars has been substantially competed. 
Since the abolition of the tael in the 
spring of 1933, the transition to the 
new dollar basis has been proceeding 
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[smoothly and without hardship to the 
Jbusiness community or the public. 
Both the standard dollar and the 
notes of the Central Bank are being 
jused in ever-widening areas through- 
cut the country. A Currency Reor- 
ganization Commission has been 
established in the Ministry of Finance 
and careful studies have been made 
with a view to further unitying and 
improving the currency system of the 
jeountry. 

Given a reasonable period of peace 
and order and the return of more 
normal economic conditions, much 
jareater strides in nancial progress 
may be expected, During. recent 

srs circumstances have made it 
necessary for the Government to de- 
vote a great part of its attention to 
meeting Immediate needs. From now 
fon, the Government should direct its 
majo: efferts toward economle teeon-

Disclosures of Danger in Present Procedure: Facility 
of Transfer a Boon to Be Safeguarded 
By HA, Rem 


An important Ingredient in Shang- 
at's prosperity, ig the liquidity of 
Jand—hence the term “mud flat” has 
fan abstract as well as a concrete 
Interpretation. ‘The other day various 
influential bodies of Chinese citizens 
petitioned the Central Government 
for an alteration in the procedure 
in ‘the District Courts. which 
would allow of the more expeditious 
handling of claims involving the ais- 
posal of land given as security for 
‘monies advanced. In the present de- 
pression which welghs so heavily 
upon this City, and consequently upon 
the country, a marked loss of faith 
in mortgages, and the reluctance of 
financiers to’ advance any further’ 
sums of money with lond as security 
have been increasingly noted. This 
tightening of the purse strings, this 
reluctance to lend money ‘upon 
Security at one time considered gilt- 
‘edged, has had its repercussions upon 
all other values in this City, with 
consequences all too obvious to need 
repetition. 

‘These Chinese commercial bodies 
have put their finger upon an im- 
portant factor contributing. to such 
Toss of confidence. That factor is 
delay involved in proceedings in the| 
Chinese Courts of Law to give 
effect to agreements upon which 
money has been advanced by one 
financier to a borrower requiring 
money for carrying on of business. 

While fore-closure sults are com- 
paratively rare, that delay has put 
{ts Impress upon the nature of the 
‘security, with the consequent mark- 
Ing down of the value of the security 
put up in a thousand and one urgent 
‘transactions. 

‘The layman may-not understand 
why the procedure of the Chinese 
Courts should affect the marketability 
of land, since by for the greater 
portion ‘of valuable land is in the 
Settlements and held in the registered 
ownership of British Subjects hold~ 
Ing Consular Title Deeds registered 
at various Consulates. It will be 
‘well, therefore, to consider how the 
Position stands) with regard to Cor 
sular Title Deeds. ‘The duty rests 
upon the foreign community, in this 
ease, particularly the British com- 
munity, to lend its help to, the mo 
ment {hitiated by thelr Chinese bust- 
ness confreres for reinstating the pres- 
cently essential ingredient in the well 
being of this City, liquidity, or ready 
transferability of’ land, and in this 
way to correct the main factor in the 
depression seething here—the drop in 
and values. 


Early Forelgn Rights 

1t may be trite to observe that the 
carly Settlements were set aside ex- 
lusively for residence of foreigners. 
‘This exehusiveness was, of course, not 
the desire of the British merchant, 
Dut of that of the Mandarins of the 
time, Tt is not generally known that 
rly Consular ‘Deeds given in the 
Settlement Imposed severe penalties, 
such ‘as the surrender of a lot, if the 
houses. bullt upon the land were 
‘occupied by Chinese.

{25 has been raised in money markets 
(mainly the English money market) 
for the development of railways, has, 
unfortunately, not a happy history. 
But the development of Chinese in- 
dustry in. Shanghai and its environs 
hhas only been possible by the Tendings 
of British capital locally. on the 
Security of Consular Title Deeds. 
With the money so. lent have been 
bullt the Chinese factories, businesses 
and banks that now abound and did 
not exist two decades ago. A British 
Consular lot, with its immediate trans- 
ferability from one registered owner 















































to another, has been the corner stone

‘Yet the tendency has recently arisen 
to say that it is wrong that a British 
Subject should be the registered 
‘owner of land beneficially held for a 
Chinese. 

‘However ultimately correct is the 
desire that one day all Consular ‘Title 
Deeds should be abolished, the matter 
presently must ke dealt with ex- 
Dediently. Granted the premise that

Value of Expedition

Compradores’ Importance 
‘That facility of transfer has been’ 
‘a great boon both to Chinese and to, 
foreigners. As to foreign merchants. 
say what one likes about the com- 
pradore system, it has not been pos- 
‘ible for any merchant to last more 
than six months in any business with- 
lout one Chinese working together with 
hhim and guaranteeing the commit- 
ments which the merchant must under- 
take towards his home people.

land, The business world is spared 
that. ‘The registered owner takes 
upon his shoulders that risk. ‘The 
Chinese capitalist lending upon the| 
security of land knows in lending, 
that he has got, it may be a British 
registered owner. to make a transfer 
to him if the loan is not duly ré 
turned, He could and did rely oa 
the sanctity of a Title Deed. The 
British registered owner is always 
traceable, as invariably the granting | 
‘of probate or letters of administra- 
tion can be found at the Court here 
or at Somerset House in England. 
Wherefore hitherto Consular register- 
ed Title Deeds were the finest and 
about the only security on which the 
Gnaneial structure of Shanghai rested. 


Prolonged Delays 

As for the complaint of the Com- 
mercial bodies over the delays in- 
volved in proceedings where parties 
have failed to live up to a loan con- 
tract, experience shows that a case

obtained in about thirty days, with

Anglo-American Law 


‘There exists under Anglo-American 
Jaw the system of the so-called 
foreclosure,” where in some cases 
the mortgagee may, upon default of 
the mortgagor. file a bill calling on 
the mortgagor in a court of equity 
to redeem his estate presently, o 
upon failure there, to be forever: 
Barred from any right of redemption, 
while in other eases the mortgagee 
[may oblain a decree for sale of the 
Jand under the direction of an officer 
of the court. In Germany and 
‘Switzerland, the realization of secur!- 
ties on land is carried out according 
to the laws governing compulsory 
execution. Tt is clear that, though 
the methods of enforcing satisfaction 
out of mortgaged real estate fn the 
‘above-mentioned countries differ 
materially. the Anglo-American and 
the continental laws coincide in the 
respect that the mortgagee may en- 
foree satisfaction without the neces- 
sity of seeking a final judgment in 
@ Taw-court. 


‘The Civil Code of China, Article 
673, states that: “When the debt is 
not paid at its maturity, the mort- 
gagee may apply to the court for 
the sale of the mortgaged property 
‘by auction and obtain satisfaction 
‘out of the proceeds of sale.” The 
sald article permitting the mortgagee 
to apply to court for sale by auic- 
tion of the property, clearly implies 
no necessity on the part of the mort= 
gage to obtain a final judgment. Tt 
{safe to assert that the real 
legislative intent of such a provision 
is closely in line with the practice 
in Germany and Switzerland. Such 
intent fails, however, owing to the 
Interpretation of the Judicial Yus 
(Ref. “Yuan” 493) that mortgaged 
properties shall not be sold by auc-

The Judicial Yuan's 
reason for making such on Inter- 
pretation, according to a Supreme 
Court Ruling (Ref. “Kan” 772), 18 
because the law governing sale’ by 
auction and that governing registra~ 
tion have not yet been codified and 
enforced, and it is for the purpose 
of ensuring safety in practice that 
the Judicial Yuan requires a final 
judgment to be. obtained before 
sale by auction can, 
effected. ‘The purpose of the vbove 
Interpretation "of the Judicial 
Yuan chould not be eriticized in that 
it aims to give better protection to 
debtors. However, the esult in 
most cases must be to encourage a 
‘deliquent debtor to resort to. the 
existing legal procedure of going 
through the courts of three instances, 
by way of pulting off the fulflment 
of his obligations, even when he may 
be fully aware that he has to face 
failure eventually in the final judg- 
ment. In fact, the more the delay, 
the heavier becomes the burden of 
interest, acting detrimentally to 
debtors’ and creditors. alike. Those 
with suflicient eapital to dispose of, 
when they sce the insuffcient pro- 
lection alforded to mortgagees by the 
Jaw, naturally hesitate to extend 
loans through mortgages, a frame of 
mind becoming more’ and more 
‘common in financial circles. “One 
‘cannot imaine where our’ social 
economy will stand, if real estate in 
‘Shanghal can no longer be used in 
securing credit, Tt cannot be denied 
that real estate constitutes the 
greater part of the wealth of Shang 
hal. In view of the increasing tight- 
ness of credit, no effort should be 
spared to promote real estate mortgage 
transactions and to restore the con- 
fidence accompanying it in former 
days; otherwise, the declining pro- 
sperity of this financial centre cannot 
be restored.

‘enter Manchoukuo, it 1s possible to 
understand the geason for the ex- 
intence of such joyful anticipation. 
For if Manchoukuo is not just like 
Heaven, we, frankly, do not know] 
why it is 0 difficult’ to enter. Not 
that any physical hindrances arise to 
entrance, but the number of hurdles 
placed in the way through passport 
regulations are sufficient to make the 
average nervous or irritable person 
Getermine that he will never visit 
the place again. As a matter of fact 
we were just running into Harbin 
when our mind was nearly made up 
that we would turn round and zo 
straight back.- A uniformed man 
brought ‘us another form to All in, 
and we have filled in so many forms 
that we have not only acquired 
writer's cramp, but we have acquired 
such a knowledge of ourself that we 
fare amazed with us, Possibly that 
is for our own good. 

A burning conviction of our a 
has been forced upon us; we have 
been made to realize. that we now 
aust take ourself seriously and put 
those things of our childhood behind 
us. 























‘The Adventure Commences 

We did not mind having to all in 
forms in Shanghal. Atter all if there

A Narrow Escape 


‘At Dairen two passport officials! 
eame aboard, and in front of a 
exowded saloon we were put through 
Our paces. We were first on the 
Ust, “The name was spelled wrong. 
Must have been one of those type- 
writers which has never learned 
English spelling. When we pointed 
out the error a succulent “Ah” was 
surmwured and the emendation made 
in very capable small writing. 

It was probably an error of tectics 
to refer to the matier at all, but on 
‘the face of it the entry did not agree 
‘with the name on the passport and. 
it was in no spirit of eaptious 
criticism that the correction was sug- 
gested but in a desire to be helpful 
speed matters up a little. 

Now of the two passport officers 
fone did the writing and spoke 
English, while the other gazed know- 
ingly at the passport and in a terse 
Japanese majestically suggested 
further points for interrogation. He 
is to be suspected of knowing just as 
much English as the questioner, but, 
not a word of it did he speak. After 
siving all the correct answers to the 
questions designed to know whether 
we were fully acquainted with ‘the 
contents’ of our own passport, the 
pleasant litte speaker of English 
branched off. into a new line. How 
Jong had we been In Shanghai. We 
told him. “How long had we been 
‘employed with our present firm. Tbe 
answer being forthcoming, he re- 
marked “Nearly all the time” Then 
had we travelled much in the East? 
We did not know whether to grab 
the lobe of our Jeft ear with the right 




















hand and leer knowingly or merely. 
give the correct answer. We did the 


well.’ Had we been to Manchoukuo 
‘before? No, but many times when it 
was Manchuria, 

‘What did we propose writing upon? 

Now the ‘correct answer to that 
Jquestion would naturally be “Any old 
thing we can get hold of that is 
news," but before the natural im- 
pulse got too strong the interrogator 
suggested the reply “Economics and 
polities.” “Whercupon we hastily 
agreed while our chest swelled some 
hundreds of inches to think that a 
great economic and political genius 
hhad been recognized just by the way 
he parted his hair. Smart fellows 
these passport officers: they know a 
‘good man when they see one. 

But it went on for quite five 
‘minutes and just as we thought we 
‘were in for a discussion on the 
higher criticism the passport was 
stamped and handed back to us with 

‘smile. ‘The man behind us re- 
marked afterwards, “Really, old man, 
T thought they were going’ to refuse 
to Jet you in,” whereupon we smiled 
the smile of superior knowledge. 


‘The Champion Stampers 

It has taken nearly a column to tell 
jof our arrival at Dairen, and one 
‘would naturally believe" that the 
camel has passed through the needle’s 
eye. Don't you believe it. The first 
port of call was the Dairen branch of 
the Manchoukuo Bureau for Foreign 
Affairs, “And there they did them- 
selves proud. 

‘A questionnaire of two full foolscap 
sheets was given us to fill in, and no| 
seribbling allowed, for they had 
‘already taken the ‘passport. It was 
not so good a form as that in use for 
the United States. It was not nearly 
Js searching or personal. Man- 
choukuo did not want to know waether 
we were in favour of the subversion 
Jof the government by foreible means, 
or whether we had ever been in 
prison, oF in favour of polygamy, but. 
by the time the form was filled in 
the only thing they did not know 
about us was whether or no all our 
teeth were our own. But we got 
‘through all right and a visa consist- 
ing of no fewer than eight impres- 
sons of rubber stamps placed on our 
passport. Manchoukuo ‘as a passport 
stamper holds the world's record 
ally. 

‘Then we went to the hotel to fill in 
another form. Not a big one, but 
we had to disclose our age, nation- 
ality, etc, after which we were 
‘admitted ss a guest. 

Meaven at Last 


Next day we caught the Asta ex- 
press, and arrived in Harbin, late that 
night. Before reaching the place, 
man came along, took our passport 
from us, and gave us a nice long 
sheet of questions to answer. BY 
that time we knew them by heart, 
‘but the train rattled so terribly over 
the track that the handwriting in 
which the replies were given was 2 
shocking mess approaching ilegibility. 
Gut it passed muster; all our answers 
‘were correct, and our passport was 
returned. Ultimately we arrived at 
the Hotel Moderne, 

‘There they gave us another form 
to fill in with two extra questions on 
the back. 

‘We went to bed firmly convinced 
that we knew exactly who we were. 

‘This morning the tinkling of the 
bells of the various Orthodox 
Churches has completely convinced 
us, “We have beaten the camel at his 
‘own game and the rich man is a long 
way behind. We are in heaven!

His departure saw matters 
revert to their former easy mode of 
progression, but now that the Jap- 
fanese have come an entirely new 
state has arisen.

‘The Japanese military adventure into, 
Manchoukuo has to be paid for, by 
the wresting of rich returns from the 
territory which has been gained. For 
even if the existence of Manchcvkua 
‘as a separate independent entity be 
conceded, economically Japan looks 
to this vast territory as ‘the supplier 
of many of its national necessaries. 

If the present political and military 
hegemony had not been establiched, 
Japan would look to this part of the 
‘world as essential for the mainten- 
ance of its staple supplies. It might 
bbe possible to cut Harbin out of any 
‘scheme of development towards that 
end, but it would seem to be an ex 
pensive undertaking, especially with 
jall the machinery for the handling’ 
of goods traMic, which is already in 
existence, which in any’ such event 
| would have to be scrapped. 

‘The change of the railway gauge 
between Hsinking and Harbin, an 
‘engineering feat on which those in 
charge of the engineering side of the 
railway are to be heartily congratu- 
lated, opens up another aspect when 
considering the future of Harbin, Tt 
is probable that for the time being| 
the change will not be extended to 
the eastern and western sect 
the old Chinese Eastern | Ral! 
though it is apparent that the stand- 
ardization of the whole line will not 
bbe completed until this is done, Tt 
‘would appear to be necessary for

Oct, 7—To-day all Nature laughed 
and I think with good reason; 
Sun shone; newborn midges filed the 
air; grass sprouted; reeds threw up 
ew leaves t9 wave like banners in 
the sunlight; roses. bloomed in my 
garden... . mosquitoes sung gaily 
‘© they browsed ia the pastures of

CHINA’S RAILWAYS 
‘Tur Cmue Ranwavs A. Historical 
Survey=By Cheng Lin (Ht. Lin 
Cheng, Formerly Counsellor tn the 
Ministry of Railways. china United 
Press, Shanghal. $660. 

Mr. Cheng Lin has compiled a 
valuable record of the growth of 
railway construction in China and 
hhe sets out in convenient form the 
Felevant information regarding the 

‘the construction and 
different Vines, the 
story of the administfatfon of the 
railways and the fulure lying be- 
fore that form of communication, 
In the appendices, the occupation of 
‘Manchuria and the subsequent trans- 
fer of the CER. to Manchoukuo are 
duly examined from the point of 
view of the Chinese Government. 

Railway building in China first 
started asa private undertaking. 
‘When the Government decided to 
take a hand in the railway admin- 
istration, no special body was created 
to take charge and it is interest 
ng to note that in the beginning 
the railways were under the Board 
of Navy. This régime lasted from 
1885 to 1898, when the Imperial 
Railway and Mining Administration 

yme into being. In 1903 the Board 
fof Commerce took over the railways 
‘and from that organization they 
‘were transferred to the Board 
Posts in October, 1900. After the 
Revolution and the formation of the 
Republic the Ministry of Communi 
‘cations was. created in May, 1912, 
‘and It funetioned until October, 1928. 
‘On November 1, the present régime 
came into foree, when a duly con- 
stituted Ministry of Railways was 
created. 
1¢ author is very frank in con- 
Jdemning the corruption, dshonesty, 
Incompetency and nepotism which 
Jmarked the administration of the 
railways in pre-Republican days. 
Nevertheless, he considers that the 
railway administrators themselves 
‘were not mainly to blame. They 
jcould not prevent the consequences 
of frequent civil wars. Even now 
he considers the demands of the 
military unduly strain the resources 
of the railways and he points out 
that In 1932 the tolal operating rev= 
enues amounted to $137,000,000, out 
‘of which $8,000,000, (in round figures) 
‘was on account of military transporta- 
tion, for which the rallways received 
no cash payment. Over and above 
‘this, in that year the railways made 
the military authorities a-present of| 
‘$5,500,000 in the way of subsidies.

In two 
separate groups were young Chinese:

Wilden, who was always a most| 
generous patron. ‘The house-servants| 
‘of the French Embassy were also 
present. It is impossible to enumer- 
‘ate all who were there and it suffices 
to say that the congregation repre- 
sented all the respect and affection.
